We published a letter last week ad­ 
dressed by W m. II. Mills to the President 
of the California Fruit-Growers' Associa­ 
tion, concerning the marketing of our 
fruits, and obtaining at the East a demand 
for them, which would absorb our large 
and increasing production. We are per­ 
m itted to publish the response of the Presi­ 
dent of the Fruit-Growers' Association to 
the letter referred to : 


D e a r S i r : Your favor of yesterday re­ 
ceived and conteuts carefully considered, 
and in reply will say that I almost wholly 
indorse the sentiments therein contained. 
The object of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers' Association is to 
accomplish that 
which you say should be done, to w it: 
First, to create a demand, and, second, to 
estabiisii a m arket for such quality of our 
fruit at the East as"will make it irnpi ssible 
for our growers to overstock it. 
Senator Stanford is reported to have said 
to the fruit-growers, at the meeting in San 
Francisco, that when a combination was 
effected sufficient to make up train lots of 
fifteen cars each to the markets of the East, 
a reduction would be made in freight 
rates to $301) per car—or less if necessary— 
and special fruit trains would be put on 
and run so as to reach destination on pas­ 
senger time. We believe that such a re­ 
duction in freight will alone solve the 
whole question of marketing our fruit. 
It will put it in Eastern markets at such 
prices as will place it within the reach of 
all, and thus give us 50,000,000 more con­ 
sumers, and when a demand is created 
there will be no trouble about distribution, 
for then the demand will be greater than 
the supply, and the merchants of the larger 
cities, like New York, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Kansas City and others, 
will soon t*rovide ways and means to se­ 
cure as much of our fruit as possible, in 
order to supply the wants of their cus­ 
tomers. 
A reduction in freight, without a corre­ 
sponding increase in the facilities for trans­ 
porting a much larger quantity of iruit 
than has found Eastern markets iu the 
past, will not prove beneficial to our grow­ 
ers in common. I am informed that the 
passenger trains, during the busy part of 
last season, hauled all the cars they possi 
bly could, and at a $000 rate. Therefore, it 
necessarily follows that if the railroad 
should reduce the rate to $100 per ear, or 
less, and, without providing additional 
carrying facilities, should be unable to take 
any more fruit out of the State than before 
such reduction, it would result in benefit­ 
ing a select few only, and in no way prove 
beneficial to the fruit interest in general. 
A few days ago I met a gentleman from 
New York city—a prom inent fruit m er­ 
chant. H e informed me that there would 
be 
no 
trouble 
in 
selling, 
at 
fair 
prices, 
ten 
carloads 
of 
California 
fruit per day, in that city’ alone. 
H e also 
said those who in the past have controlled 
the shipments of California fruit to that 
locality would not permit any more to be, 
sent to that market than would bring ex­ 
orbitant prices and enormous profits. Now, 
one word regarding the profits, on the 
other hand, made by growers. 
We will 
take last year as an illustration. 
1 know 
of uiv own personal knowledge several 
of the largest, and heretofore the most suc­ 
cessful growers in this vicinity, who, not­ 
withstanding the fact 
th e y ' had large 
crops, did not receive as much money 
for the same as were their actual and neces­ 
sary expenses for cultivating and caring for 
their orchards. Some of them, in fact, 
found themselves several thousand dollars 
out at the close of the season. I myself, in 
order to prevent loss as much as possible, 
dried at least forty tons of poaches and sev­ 
eral tons of plums and prunes, a iarge pro­ 
portion of which ought to have been sent 
out of the State greeu, and might have 
been hail it not been the studied purpose of 
certain principal shippers to prevent it. 
The policy of the principal shipping inter­ 
ests, however, seems to have been to onlv 
permit so much fruit to be shipped East as 
would bring them large profits, and thereby 
the rem ainder was kept here to rot, or be 
dried and sold at a price which would 
bring but little, if any more, than the actual 
cost of cutting and drying.

True : And low rates alone will insure 
distribution throughout the East without 
organization títere for that purpose. And 
if the California Fruit Union will move in 
harmony with the California Fruit Growers’ 
Association, or ]>ermit the lntter to act with 
it, to the end that the fifteen cars special 
fruit trains may be established, and run 
daily if necessary, and thereby enable 
placing our fruits on the Eastern markets 
at reasonable rates, then we will have 
created the “ dem and” you speak of, and it 
will be many years before we can furnish 
an adequate “ supply.”

I n t e r n a t io n a l C o p y r ig h t B ill. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 21st—Senator Chose 
to-day reported from the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Patents an original international 
copyright bill, as a substitute for the bills 
on the subject before the committee. 
It 
amends Section 4952, Revised Statutes, by 
striking out the words " citizen of the 
UnitedSiates or resident therein." This is 
the section which confers a copyright, and 
the proposed am endm ent will extent the 
right to foreigners. 
The provision of the 
same section relating to the right to drama­ 
tize or translate is amended as follows ; 
"Authors or their assignees shall have the 
exclusive right to dramatize or translate 
any of their works for which a copyright 
shall have been obtained under the laws of 
the United States.” Section 1947, govern­ 
ing the term of a copyright, and Section 
4968, relating to damages for infringement, 
are also amended by striking out the 
words which limit their benefits to citi­ 
zens of the United States. 
Section 4971, 
declaring that nothing in the chapter re­ 
lating to copyrights shall be construed 
to prohibit the publication of works ot for­ 
eign authors, is repealed. Sections 4961 
and 4965, prescribing damages for printing, 
publishing or importing works protected 
by copyright, are amended by limiting 
their application to the printing or publi­ 
cation ol such works, the word " import *’ 
being stricken out of each. The following 
provision is added to Section 4957 : “ That 
if the author, designer or composer of a 
book or other article for which a copy­ 
right is applied for, be not a citizen of the 
United States, or a resident therein, then 
the name of such copyright book or other 
article shall be recorded in the office of the 
Librarian of Congress not later than the 
day of its publication in the country 
of its origin, and in case of a book, 
musical composition or photograph, two 
copies of the best edition of the same 
printed in the United States, shall be de­ 
posited with the Librarian of Congress 
within the term of three m onths after the 
date of recording such copyright, in de­ 
fault whereof, such copyright shall be held 
void and of no effecr, anti after the record­ 
ing of any copyright, during the existence 
of such copyright the importation of any 
article copyrighted into the United States 
shall he and is hereby prohibited, and all 
officers of Customs ami Postmasters are 
hereby required to seize and detain all 
copies of such copyrighted articles as shall 
be entered at tbe Custom-houses, or trans­ 
mitted in the mails of the Unite i States, but 
in the ease of books in foreign languages, 
of which translations in English ate copy­ 
righted, the prohibition of importation 
shall apply only to the translation of the 
same, and the importation of books in the 
original language shall be permitted, unless 
the original shall also be copyrighted, and 
an American edition therein shall be issued 
within three months after the date of en­ 
try of the copyright.” The Secretary of the 
Treasury and Postm aster-'ieneral are em­ 
powered and required to make and enforce 
such rules and regulations as shall prevent 
the importation into the United States of 
articles copyrighted under this Act.

THE ORANGE SUPPLY. 


M a g n it u d e

A few years ago it was feared that the 
culture of citrus fruits, especially of the 
orange was being overdone in California. 
The wonderful success of a few orange 
groves having given everybody in two of 
the southern counties the orange fever, an 
immense area of land was planted with 
young orange trees. Not much of a market 
having been found at that time for Cali­ 
fornia wine, to many vineyardists the out­ 
look was discouraging. 
Vines were freely 
uprooted and citrus trees planted in their 
stead. Those who thus transferred their 
vineyards into orange groves believed there 
was no future for California wine. 
But 
there were a few men in Los Angeles county 
at that time who had greater faith in the 
vine than tbe orange tree, and cut down 
their groves to make room for more vines. 
The late Don Mateo Keller, a well-known 
wine manufacturer, was a notable example. 
He took out the greater portion, if not all. 
of his large lemon and orange grove, and 
planted a vineyard on the site, believing 
that California wines would at an early day 
be in good demand, and oranges would be 
a drug on the market. The experience of 
later years has shown that the extremists 
on both sides were wrong. 
California 
wines are in favor, and there is a growing 
demand for them at home and abroad. The 
orange business has also flourished ; and 
instead ot being overdone, the m arket for 
the golden fruit has expanded to the Atlan­ 
tic Coast. This development has been pro­ 
duced by the opening of trans continental 
railroads through the orange-producing 
counties of the south. A still later develop­ 
ment in the same industry is promised in 
the northern and central counties of the 
State, the adaptability of the soil and cli­ 
mate having been fully demonstrated by a 
multiplicity of experiments. 
A systematic canvass has just been made 
by the agents of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany to determine the extent of the Cali­ 
fornia orange trade, and from correspond­ 
ence which has passed between the heads 
of departments, it appears that the gross 
production of oranges iu Southern Califor­ 
nia during the season now drawing to a 
close, was equal to 2,250 carloads. 
A care­ 
ful computation of their numerical contents 
places the total num ber of e'tnges at 
133,000,000. This was less than three or­ 
anges to eacli person in the United States. 
One thousand two hundred and seventy 
carloads, containing about 68,580,000 or­ 
anges, were shipped by rail from points in 
Southern California to points east of the 
Southern Pacific Company’s lines. 
Along 
the lines of the company, but outside of 
the southern counties, 730 carloads, con­ 
taining about 39,420,000 oranges, were de­ 
livered. 
It Is estimated that at least 100 
carloads, containing say 5,400,000 oranges, 
were consumed in the southern counties, 
and at the date the canvass was closed, 
namely, May lO'.h, it was estimated that 
350 carloads, representing about 18,900,000 
oranges, remained on the trees. It is un­ 
derstood that these figures cover the fruit 
shipped by steamship as well as by railroad 
lines. 
The industry cannot be said to have 
reached, by any means, its maxim um 
growth. The citrus exhibitions at Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco have directed at­ 
tention to the central and northern coun­ 
ties as promising fields for citrus culture, 
and no doubt much attention will be given 
to it in these sections hereafter, especially 
in those places where successful experi­ 
ments have been made. 
The season now closing has, it is true, 
been an unusually favorable one to eitrus- 
growers, as compared with previous sea­ 
sons. The heavy Irost in Florida destroyed 
the greater portion of the crop in that State, 
ami low freights ami systematic shipments 
enabled the growers of the southern coun­ 
ties to place the greater portion of their 
crops in Eastern markets ami clear a splen­ 
did profit. 
We cannot, of course, expect a 
heavy frost to kill off the Florida crop 
every year. Therefore, whatever effect that 
calamity may have had the past winter on 
the California orange crop must bo regarded 
as exceptional. But reasonably low freights 
are likely to be permanent, and tbe bug­ 
bear of Florida competition is reduced to a 
minimum when it is considered tlint the 
crop of that State is practically exhausted 
when the California orange appears fresh 
and luscious in the m arket. 
It is the fact 
that the California orange ripens at a time 
when the orange of no other country or 
State is in condition, which gives it a m ar­ 
ket. for all time, throughout the length and 
breadth of the land.

ARMING FOR PROTECTION. 
Boston, May 21st.—'There has been some 
excitement along the water-front over the 
report that a fishing schooner had been 
arming in this harbor. The story is as fol­ 
lows : 
The schooner Augusta 
Herrick, 
Captain W illiam E. Herrick, left New York 
four days ago on a fishing trip to the Bay 
of Fuudy. 
Hearing of the seizure of the 
Portland schooner by the Canadians, the 
owners of the vessel decided that some­ 
thing must be done to protect their prop­ 
erty. The Herrick accordingly put into Bos­ 
ton harbor, and her Captain went ashore. 
He purchased two 30-inch yacht guns, 
which were delivered on hoard, together 
with a large am ount of am m unition and 
small arms. The schooner then headed 
down the bay on her voyage to the fishing 
waters along the Canadian shore. The 
Captain, when asked by the gun dealer 
what he proposed to do with the guns, re­ 
plied : 
“ i am going a fishing in the Bay 
of Fundv, and I don't propose to have any 
cheapCanadian pirateseizing my schooner.” 
THE GOVERNOR OF MAINE SPEAKS.

ELECTRICIANS ON A STRIKE. 
Three hundred and fifty men employed 
in the shops of the Edison Electric Com­ 
pany in tliis city are on a strike. The 
company conceded them an advance in 
wages and a reduction in hours from ten to 
nine. Now they demand that only Union 
men be employed, and that no employe be 
required to attend more than one planer, 
instead of three, as heretofore. The com­ 
pany threatens to close down, and have its 
work done by contract.

seen the casket in which Preller’s body 
had been placed exhumed, and recognized 
the body without doubt as tiiat of Freller. 
He recognized the corpse by the face and 
a se a ro n the 1 ft eyebrow, 
fie considered 
the body to be in a remarkably perfeit 
state of preservation. The witness identi­ 
fied two different photographs of Freller. 
Tite cross-examination failed to confuse 
witness, and as he stepped down from the 
stand it 
was evident that jurors and 
spectators aiike entertained no doubts as 
to the identity of the body found in the 
trunk.

As refering to the general fruit crop more 
in detail, a leading grower and shipper at 
Newcastle specially reports to the Kecobd- 
l Nion. for that section, as follows : 
" Strawberries—First crop was ruined bv 
the long cold rains in A pril; 
the second 
crop has been fair, hut is beginning to fail 
now—season over. Cherries, fair crop. Rasp­ 
berries look well, and just entering the 
market here. Currants ami gooseberries 
are not crown extensively, but are looking 
well. 
Apricots, generally very light, with 
exceptionally good quality prospects. Nec­ 
tarin o very few. 
Blackberries, very good. 
Peache- are supposed to be very much in ­ 
jured from the effects of that cold long 
rain, though there are many instances 
where the crop is fair to good ; " certain va­ 
riolic- like Ward and Heath Cling are badly 
affected with curl leaf, and no 
crop. 
Plhtus, pears, apples, tigs, grapes, quinces, 
oranges bid fair for a good big crop. 
Vege­ 
tables ami hay all look well at this time. 
Haying is well under way, and the irriga­ 
tion sea-on has commenced. .Several cases 
of raspberries arc already in this market. 
Cherry plums will be in now very soon.” 
A gentleman well informed upon the 
subject, at Penryn, writes : " We bave in 
the market now strawberries and cherries, 
and raspberries just coining it. Strawber­ 
ries are not as plentiful as was anticipated. 
There will be a line crop of raspberries and 
blackberries. The peach crop will not be 
as light as was feared it would be earlier in 
the season: the indications are that there 
will be a fair yield and of good quality. 
There will he an average yield of apricots, 
nectarines, apples and tigs, and an abun­ 
dance of plums, grapes and oranges, water­ 
melons, canteloupes and vegetables of all 
kinds. 
There have been a num ber of large 
purchases of land in this vicinity the past 
week, amounting to several thousands of 
dollars.” 
1 lie reports from Loomis, Auburn and 
Colfax are of a very similar character, and 
this may be regarded as indicating the 
real condition in the footliill fruit region. 
V FEU IT NURSEKY ENTERPRISE. 


The tirAss Valley Onion has the follow­ 
ing: .I T. Bogue, of Batavia, N. Y., who 
has mad' the fruit nursery business the 
oceuuation of bis life, has engaged since 
last October in clearing a portion of a tract 
of land near Union H ill which he pur­ 
chased. with the view to establishing a 
nursery and to go extensively into fruit- 
rai-ing. particularly of pears, apples, plum s 
and prunes. The land bad not previously 
been improved, and was covered with the 
natural growth of pine and chaparral com­ 
mon to the foothills, but in a few m ouths 
Mr. Bogue has bad ten acres of it -cleared 
of all the limber, roots and stones, and has 
now a handsome field, five acres of which 
he has devoted inis season to a nursery, in 
which be lia» set out 00,000 pears, 15,000 
apples. 15,000 plums and 5,000 cherries, all 
seedlings whitU are to be grafted this fall t, 
and 4,000 pears and .1,000 plums, one-year- 
old graited trees. These trees are now all 
vigorous and growing finely, and the su­ 
perior manner in which the ground is 
cultivated 
gives 
assurance 
that 
the 
young nursery will 
continue in fine 
condition, 
it is the intention to clear 
more ground the present season to set out 
tor next year 200,000 more seedlings, chieflv 
Of pears, apples anti plums. Besides culti­ 
vating a nursery, Mr. Bogue designs rais­ 
ing trv.it on a large scale, increasing his 
planting from year to year until the tract 
which comprises 110 acres, will be in large 
part in bearing fruit trees. Mr. Bogue is 
interested in a large nursery at Batavia. N. 
5 
but for the past two years has been cul­ 
tivating a branch nursery near Martinez. 
Last year he visited this portion of the 
State, and was so impressed by the healthy 
appearance of the orchards and the quality 
of the fruit that he determined to estab­ 
lish the business in this vicinity and to 
discontinue his operations at Martinez. 
He considers the soil here as especially 
adapted tor truit-culture, and the climate 
not being influenced bv the sea fogs there 
is no danger from the mold orbluek fungus 
that detracts so much from the appearance 
of the fruits raise.! near the sea coast: and 
b sides the scale bug is not here in the foot- 
htl. region, winch is the most fatal pest to 
trees that orehardists have bad to deal 
w nb. 
Mr. Bogue, who is 
thoroughlv 
versed as to frmt-culture, has formed the 
highest opinion of the foothill region of 
California tor the cultivation ot fruit par­ 
ticularly of apples, pears, plums and primes 
and sees that in the not distant future the 
business will be of great value, and having 
selected this locality in which to engage in 
the business, has shown bis belief that 
there is no more desirable portion of the 
State in which to locate. And what is an 
additional inducement for him self and all 
others who have iu view the raising of 
fruit, is that lands can be obtained here for 
a lew dollars an acre which is just as valu­ 
able for this purpose as the lands in the 
valley, or near the coast, that are held at 
several hundred dollars an acre. A repre­ 
sentative of the Onion has visited Mr. 
Bogue s nursery, and was surprised and 
pleased to see what had been accomplished 
in a few short months, upon wild land, by 
well directed and intelligent labor. 
HIGHLAND SHEET FOB 5EVADA. 
A Nevada ranchman who hails from 


“ the land o’ cakes,” contemplates tlie im ­ 
portation from the Highlands of Scotland 
of a small drove of the black sheep of that 
region. These sheep'are said to be nearer 
the original type of the anim al than any 
breed now in existence. 
They are said to " 
be fond of all manner of bitter herbs, and ; 
are so much at home in rugged m ountain ; 
regions that they are everywhere able to 
shift for themselves, even in winter, when 
sheep of ordinary breeds would perish, j 
They have been known to be buried for 
weeks under snowdrifts and conte out 
alive. The sheep has the bright, quick eye 
of a deer or antelope, and both bucks and 
ewes have horns. 
The fieece is large and ¡ 
coarse, and weighs from 
four to five j 
pounds. 
The mutton is said to be the 1 
finest in the world. 
In the wild mountain 
and moorland districts of Scotland this ; 
sheep is preferred to any other breed. 
It is j 
thought that in this country these sheep 
would live and thrive in all the mountains 
without any care except occasional looking 
after by a herdsman, to keep informed as 
to the section occupied by them as a range. 
—[Dayton News Reporter. 


TULARE’S GRAIN PRODUCT. 
It may perhaps be a little earl}' to give 
definite figures upon the grain product for 
the county, this year, but a week or two 
more will place the m atter beyond doubt, 
oae way or the other. The aphis is un­ 
pleasantly numerous, and it is not known 
what damage, if any, it will do. Then if 
we could have one more good shower to 
help the late grain to fill, it would add 
many thousand sacks to the total yield. 
The total acreage for the county has been 
estimated to be 450.000 acres of grain of all 
kinds, and many believe it to be greater. 
It seems to one riding through the country 
as though it were one vast grain field. But 
to be entirely within bounds, allowing for 
all possible deductions, we will place the 
acreage at 400.Ü0O. Now as to the yield, 
there are those who think the average will 
reach 
ten sacks per acre, but 
wish­ 
ing 
to 
l>e 
within bounds, 
we will 
place 
the 
average 
yield 
for 
the 
county at eight sacks per acre. This will 
make a total yield of 3,”0OJXKJ sacks, or 
213,535 tons, and will require 14,227 cars of 
average capacity tu carry it to tide water. 
Going north from Tulare thirty-five cars 
can be hauled in each train, making 40tl 
trains necessary to take Tulare’s crop to 
tide water. It is not probable that more 
than two trains can be sent out of Tulare 
county daily during tlie shipping season, 
though Superintendent Coddiugton tells us 
that tlie Southern Pacific Company will he 
able to 
take 
grain 
to tide water as 
rapidly as it can be handled after Breaches 
its destination. But were Tulare county 
shippers to be furnished seventy cars per 
day, it would yet require 203 davs to move 
tlie grain crop. Not ell of it will'be moved, 
hut iroiu what we have given above it will 
readily be seen that Tulare’s grain crop 
will cut no insignificant figure in the food 
supply of America.—[Tulare Register. 
AN EASTERN DEALER’S ESTIMATE OF OUR 
FRUITS. 
The following letter has been received 
from a representative of one of the leading 
New 5 ork fruit firms, who is now on this 
coast: 
“ The position of California to tiie con­ 
sumers ot the East is to her advantage. 
She 
is 
three 
thousand six 
hundred 
miles from the toiling masses of the cities, 
towns and villages adjacent to the Atlantic 
coast. They are virtually the consumers 
ot the largest amount of the productions 
of tiiis country. One of the most im portant 
products of this State is fruit. Fruit culture 
is at present in its infancy. Tlie supply 
the past year has been so abundant that 
the 
prices 
were 
quite 
unsatisfactory 
to many growers. 
The question for the 
future is to create a demand equal to the 
supply. The acreage of fruit trees that will 
come in bearing the next few years, with­ 
out a corresponding outlet, will cause a 
glut in the market that will render fruit­ 
growing a failure and financial loss. New 
York with its two millions inhabitants is 
the financial center, the dejmt for foreign 
fruits, 
the distributing 
point 
for 
all 
Eastern products. 
Therefore California 
fruits, to reach tlie masses, must meet its 
competitors upon 
equal grounds with 
equal prices, and at tlie center of tlie 
market. Can this question be solved? 
The California fruits that have been dis­ 
tributed to the East lias been shipped from 
Chicago at a large percentage to the middle 
man. It has been sent only in small 
quantities to reap a fabulous harvest. As 
your fruits are one month earlier than 
Eastern fruits, the first shipm ents will 
bring fancy prices and will pay the ship­ 
per. 
“ But this is an outside question. You are 
to look at the market for the whole season, 
when lliere is a large amount of Eastern 
inferior fruit to be marketed. With present 
railroad arrangements a car-load of fruit 
shipped direct to New York from Sacra­ 
mento to arrive at New York in seven 
days, will average a fraction of four cents a 
pound for freight charges. 
In the fifteen- 
car trains that the railroad have olfered, 
your fruit can he landed in New Yoik and 
other Eastern cities at two cents a pound. 
The time from Sacramento to Chicago is 
eighteen miles an ho u r; from Chicago to 
New York it is thirty-five miles an hour. 
If the Central Bacitic with its connections 
would make the same time as they do from 
Chicago, fruit could' be shipped from Sac­ 
ramento to New York in four and a half 
days. This would insure its prime condition 
upon arrival. 
‘ In the large and consuming m arket of 
New York the price of a product in compe­ 
tition with its like from adjacent countries 
depends upon the best value for the least 
money : the amount of the production to 
the demand ; the real intrinsic value of flie 
commodity in dollars and cents. The world 
admits that California fruits have no equal 
for ilavor and quality. Therefore, in cona- 
petition with Eastern fruits, it should bring 
a greater value. 
Experience lias proven 
that, with facilities from the railroads, it 
can be landed in condition. The most im ­ 
portant item is the price. Eastern fruits 
are raised in the warm climates of Florida, 
the Carolinas, Virginia. Maryland Dela­ 
ware. The railroad freights from Florida 
and Carolina nearly equals two cents a 
pound. Those sections produce the early 
crop. Virginia, Maryland and Delaware 
freights are loss, and we can average it at 
one cent a pound. The Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road has a monopoly of all the fruit grow­ 
ing section of the South. They give better 
facilities for 
quick 
transit, 
but they 
apply the anaconda rule to the freights. 
At two cents to the grower, one cent for 
packing boxes, etc.. two cents for freight, 
he could land California fruit in bulk and 
in prime condition in New York, at a cost 
ot five cents per pound. W ith tiiis low 
price of fruit to retail at eight cents per 
pound, an enormous demand could be cre­ 
ated among the thirty millions of bread­ 
winners, who are virtually the consumers. 
It could be readily supplied from the future 
orchards of this State, and give an outlet 
to tlie over-crowded markets of the Pacific 
Slope: give an incentive for large produc- 
j tiou and in tlie end a large financial in­ 
come to those engaged iu horticulture. 
“The whole question boiled down amounts 
to this consideration: (¿nick transit and 
low prut's for fast freight. 
It depends en­ 
tirely upod ;Ue rates and transportation. 
The railroad authorities shipped last year 
over its tracks to the East, eleven hundred 
and twenty carloads of green fruit. 
It can, 
with a libera! spirit and the positive aid of 
low rates on their part, be increased to ten 
thousand ears a season. It would make 
Sacramento the greatest shipping |>oiiit for 
fruits in the United States, and bring to 
her a new and abundant era of prosperity.” 
COST OF FOOTHILL VINEYARDS. 
A writer, referring to the cost of putting 
out vineyards in tbe foothills, cites the 
Hillside vineyard, at Colfax. 
Here 200 
acres are inclosed with a “ rabbit-proof 
fence,” but the writer says it is not en­ 
tirely proof against the incursions of rab­ 
bits. The bottom board is 12 inches wide, 
wire three inches above the board: five 
inches above is the second w ire; sev.n 
inches are allowed for the third, 12 inches 
for the fourth, and 13 inches for the fifth 
wire. 
Rabbits are found not to pasi 
through between the base hoard and the 
first wire, but frequently find their way 
through the next 5-inch space, and when 
run by dogs, also jum p through above. 
The fence with cedar posts, bottom board 
and five wires, and day labor in construct­ 
ing it, cost $1 42 per rod. or a total of 
$1.020 for inclosing the 200 acres. 
Tbe 
vineyard 
covers seventy acres, having 
twenty six acres of table grapes and forty- 
four of wine varieties. 
Fifty-four acres 
of the 70 were planted in the dry winter of 
l ' s4-5, during the months of January and 
February. Tlie plants were all rooted, ex­ 
cept 2,000. The vineyard is situated at an 
elevation of 2,400 feet above tide level, and 
wi'hout irrigation only the small per cent, of 
loss occurred from setting that is here 
given, viz : Muscat variety, 14 p erc e n t.; 
l’urple Damascus, 24 per cent.; 
Mission. 3 
per cent.; Tokay, 10 per cent.: Zinfandel. 
10 per cent.: Malaro. 15 per cent.; Reisling, 
lo per cent. 
The cost of the land was $4 per acre or 
$800 for the 200 acres. The total cost of 
the 200 acres, with improvements de­ 
scribed, was $40 50 per acre. 
The cost 
upon the 70 acres is about $120 per acre 
The land was thickly covered with pine 
and the clearing, by grubbing, of such 
land is from $30 to $50 per acre, although 
land covered with chaparral and inanza- 
nita can be cleared, by simply cutting and 


burning (leaving the stumps standing), for > 
as low as $7 per acre, and the following ! 
year the stumps can be turned out with j 
the plow.

W henever a perm anent fence is needed ¡ 
it should be straight and occupy as little | 
lam ias possible. It is not necessary to 
make a post and board fence. 
W ith wire 
and a stake posts and rails will answer ev­ 
ery purpose, and cost comparatively little. 
Land that has been long occupied by a Vir- i 
ginia worm fence is generally fertile, and I 
the crops grown on land saved by straight­ 
ening its crooks w ill very soon pay the ex­ 
pense of the change. 
The Southdown possesses a power and 
capacity of transm itting its characteristics 
to its offspring and absorbing tlie distinct­ 
ive features of other breeds that no other 
sheep has except the Merino. This quality 
is doubtless owing to its purity and an­ 
tiquity of blood compared 
with other 
breeds of medium and coarse-wool sheep. 
The Merino is excepted, aud that goes back 
over eighteen hundred years as a distinct 
breed. 
At this season, when the stock has 
young grass, plenty of salt should be al­ 
lowed. Very young and tender grass will 
sometimes cause bowel disease, especially 
if the anim als have been fed on dry food 
exclusively during the winter, and as salt 
counteracts the injurious etiects to a cer­ 
tain extent, it should be within convenient 
access. 
Rats usually find a harboring place under 
a pig-pen if they can do so, and as they 
will always have plenty of food, they can­ 
not easily be captured or driven off. By tlie 
liberal use of chloride of lime in their 
holes, or of caustic potash where they are 
compelled to walk, they will become dis­ 
gusted and leave. 
About a dozen years ago the rape butter­ 
fly and asparagus beetle came to Long 
Island, where they might have been hedged 
and destroyed if taken in time. 
In one 
short year they destroyed $500,UUO worth of 
cabbage and asparagus lor the gardeners of 
New York. 
The disadvantages of the ordinary sys­ 
tem of settling milk in shallow pans for 
raising cream are that a long period elapses 
before the skimm ing is completed, too 
much space is required, and in cumm er the 
milk becomes sour before the whole ot the 
cream is raised. 
The poultry speci 'list. James Rankin, at 
a farmers' meeting at New England Agri­ 
cultural Hall, Boston, claimed 
that lie 
could make more money, with one-tenth 
the labor, from a duck than he could from 
a cow. 
Cows should be milked with regularity. 
If tiiis work is postponed beyond the 
regular time the cows will not yield the 
usual quantity and will become dry very 
rapidly. 
Dry earth or muck in the stable will save 
manure, prevent disease and keep the 
milk from being tainted.

W hat Stanislaus county wants is good 
immigrants. Immigrants with some cap­ 
ital, good habits; with industry in o;.e 
hand and honest peace in the other.

But 
it is not on wheat that we expect im m i­ 
grants to make their living and to improve 
our county. It is small farming. There 
will ere long be a revolution in Stanislaus 
county. W heat will be in a great measure 
abandoned. 
Alfalfa, 
raisins, fruit and 
vegetables will take wheat’s place. One 
large farm which supports only a few will 
be turned into many sm all farms, and will 
support many in just as comfortable a style. 
Irrigation will cause this revolution. Hav­ 
ing a soil that will adm it of irrigation, 
with water at our command and easy of 
access, with tlie largest supply at the com­ 
mand of any county, irrigation is bound to 
come. The wonder is that we have not 
recognized the fact before this. 
We have

the water. W hat we want is to utilize that 
within our grasp, and then invite the im ­ 
migrants, and they will come. 
There are other things an immigrant 
wants besides an assurance of a home.

HOME TREASURES. 


H ow to C a re fo r Y our 
P ic tu re s 
a n d 
P rin ts . 
In Longman's Magazine Philip Gilbert 
Hamerton has an exhaustive article on the 
care of pictures and prints. There are few 
better authorities on art, and none who are 
capable of giving better advice on the sub­ 
ject noted. Nearly all homes contain cher­ 
ished pictures in oil or water colors, or 
both, prints of various kinds, portraits that 
have come down through generations, and 
around which cling tender memories. Few 
are the houses, indeed, in which there are 
not pictures that, like good books, have be­ 
come close friends of the members of the 
household and in which pardonable pride 
is taken. The reduction of Ham erton’s 
advice into a brief code of rules will 
the Record-Union judges, prove of in­ 
terest to our readers. Turner was, of all 
artists, the most careless of bis drawings, 
and he left a great num ber of them Iti 
such a dirty, worn, dusty, moth eaten and 
crumpled condition as to' afford Hamertou 
an admirable text for his paper, using 
Turner’s method as representative of every­ 
thing that should be avoided by artists and 
art collectors and lovers of good pictures of 
any kind. 
Damp, dust anil vermin must, 
of course, be avoided in gallery or hom e; 
they are enemies of all kinds" of books’, 
prints and paintings. 
But both light aud 
darkness are also enemies of oil and water 
colors the last fades in light, and the first 
turns yellow for want of it. 
Mildew is 
fungus growth, thriving only in damp situ­ 
ations, and it assails prints kept in such 
places. 
Millboard, put by framers back of 
prints, and into portfolios by binders, ab­ 
sorbs dampness readily. 
So, if a wall 
is damp, the 
millboard 
being 
next 
to 
it, 
will 
absord 
the 
moisture. 
Nearly everyone has found the board backs 
of pictures sometimes bulging out, and 
this is due to absorption of damp. 
When 
there is sufficient dampness at the back of 
the back, fungoid growth begins on the 
print under the glass. If there is iron in the 
paper, rust spots will appear, by way of 
variety. 
So, wooden backings are the bet­ 
ter. The utm ost care should he given to 
backings, to secure those that will least ab­ 
sorb moisture from the atmosphere, of 
which there is always more or less. There­ 
fore, a dry atmosphere is necessary for the 
perfect care of our art works at borne. 
A 
sheet-zinc backing is tbe right thing, ac­ 
cording to Hamerton, fur all our framed 
engravings, and we tru st put it in warm, 
to expel all moisture, and seal the edges of 
back and glass with strips of paper put 
oil with a solution of gum-lac in spirits of 
wine. Light will not injure engravings. 
ater colors to be long preserved—that is, 
for generations—onght to be kept in cabi­ 
nets ; but one may well sacrifice some 
drawings for the satisfaction of seeing LB 
collection ou the wall. 
As to drawings in 
porifolios, lie says there is reason to tl ink 
these latter are not entirelv safe. 
Damp 
assails these pasteboard or millboard i - 
frequently, even where not near a wall. 
Shallow tin boxes are therefore preferable. 
Shelved cabinets of thin woods art' recom­ 
mended also for keeping prints and v. .;t r 
colors in warmed rooms, but tiie wood 
should be i.t’ the least abs rbent quality. 
Dust must be excluded always from prints, 
as it discolors the payer and settles about 
and ruins tiie edges. 
Many drawings are 
so delicate that dn-t cannot be cleared 
from 
them witlm t 
injury. Especially 
is 
this 
true 
of 
unfixed 
charcoal 
and 
pastel 
dr.,wing. 
Damp 
and 
dust less affect oil pictures, but still affect 
them frequently, 
indigo in oil, without 
varnish, fades; moisture acts upon verdi­ 
gris when in oil alone: even protecting 
varnish may be penetrated by damp. The 
best way to traut our oil-color treasures is 
to care for them as if they were delicate 
water-eolors. Damp will assail an oil-color 
from behind : therefore avoid putting a 
good picture on a dam p wuli. A second 
canvas back is a wise precaution, as it pre­ 
venís a chance blow ruining your picture 
and leaves a space between the original and 
back favorable to dry air. Tin foil laid 
over the back with varnish, and on which 
is lead, will exclude damp. Glass is used 
in the National Gallery over oil paint­ 
ings, 
but 
it 
prevents 
a 
good 
view 
of 
the 
picture. 
Oil 
pictures 
on canvas are preferable to those on wood 
panels, for wood is " never at rest.” 
For 
panels, copper is the better base. 
If you 
have a wood panel, a coat of paint on the 
back will lessen its absorbent quality. Oil 
pictures are always accumulating a coat of 
dust, that finally makes the dangerous pro­ 
cess of “ cleaning” necessary. So, occa­ 
sional feather-dusting and wiping with a 
soft rag. warm water and a little weak 
soap, are good preventive processes. Oil 
paintings and prints, like books, m ust be 
guarded from vermin, and drawings and 
prints from (lies. 
Fine prints have been 
ruined by being left on a table for a mo­ 
ment in a room where flies had access. 
W ool-boring worms 
assail pictures on 
panels only. 
Ratsand mice will, ol course, 
attack paintings, and so print cases should 
be metal-protected behind and beneath, 
with glazed fronts. 
Hamerton concludes bis article, so useful 
to all housekeepers, and which applies to 
care of books as well, with some thoughts 
on taste in exhibiting our home treasures; 
but that is not necessarily related to tlie 
subject in hand, which is intended to be of 
value to us in preserving favorite pictures 
and prints.

¡Chicago Current, May 15th.] 
It is the experience of the world that an 
assassin can never he a hero, llu t of late 
years it would seem that the American 
people have been inclined to doubt the 
truth of this axiom of the centuries, and 
from that doubt has sprung the tolerance at 
ideas which, there is every reason to be­ 
lieve, were purely m urderous. The Am eri­ 
can people founded their country with 
some notions of liberty which were de­ 
lightful to the m ind of the scholar who 
m ight be tired with the injustices that 
make history voluminous. America was 
an agricultural com m unity; idleness was 
impossible, because starvation would ensue 
at once. Thus all men were free and 
equal. 
Because liberty in its broadest pos­ 
sibility flourished there, the friends of such 
liberty throughout the earth lifted up their 
voices in thanks to God. offered their lives 
and fortunes in aid of the cause, end, in 
one European country, precipitated chaos 
in an endeavor to copy the American insti­ 
tution. 
But, in the needs of this cheap]v- 
govemed republic there was a constant 
goad to invention. Steam, electricity and 
chem istry came, it grew as easy to live on 
this side the Atlantic as on the other; it 
grew easier. Ireland hungered and looked 
lliis way. 
Her hosts were so soon settled 
here that the rest of Europe was quick to 
follow Ireland's example. 
Not only must 
we assimilate the first host and its progeny, 
but. thus adulterated, our weakened Ameri­ 
can spirit m ust take as guests, in this pres­ 
ent generation, no less than seven million 
people who were born under despotism and 
nourished where the laws are made for a 
class, not for the masses. Seven million 
guests!—more people than had lived in 
America up to 1810. About lil’teeu vears 
ago we first heard of an explosive called 
nitro-glycerine. Next the public became 
fam iliar with the fact that, owing to its 
fluid character and over-dangerous strength, 
nitro-glycerine was mixed with earth, and 
the resultant cake called dynam ite. Here 
was the assassin’s true weapon, and the 
world was not slow to hear from it. 
If we 
mistake not, the first use made of it by as­ 
sassins was in the plot to blow up ocean 
steamers, for what reason was not deter­ 
m ined. A steamship, having crossed the 
Atlantic, lay at the w harf in Bremer-Ha- 
ven. In unloading an “ infernal mac tine" 
exploded, killing and maim ing all within 
its range, ami it was then made evident 
that the thing had been slower in its clock­ 
work than had been counted upon. The 
whole world had no hesitation in denounc­ 
ing this plot as the meanest ever conceived 
by cowards. For several years every per­ 
son sailing across the sea’ had the dread 
feeling that perhaps clockwork, somewhere 
in the hold of the ship, were ticking away 
the last moments of all on board. Next 
came the attacks of the assassins Ilodel and 
Nobiling on the aged Kaiser of Germany. 
W ithout distinction the inhabitants 
of 
America, we think, were horrified that a 
m onarch so far long in life should have 
been selected as the sacrificial victim to 
assuage the crimes of the German Em pire 
against liberty. 
But still the murderous 
feeling probably had a dwelling-place (at 
least in the hearts of millions who believed 
they had been exiled through the austeri­ 
ties of their home government) that some­ 
body ought to be punished, no matter 
how, for the despotic practices that were 
throwing the Old World so strongly into 
contrast with the New. Next, the assassins 
lNissanante ami Moncasi assailed the Kings 
of Italy and Spain, and then began the se­ 
ries of bloody attem pts in Russia. 
It 
would seem that Russia was the place 
where the Americans, as masses, drew the 
line. 
For two or three years, probably, 
it was a popular feeling that dynam ite was 
good enough for Russia—that assassins were 
as honorable as were Czar and Third Sec­ 
tion. 
The first assassin-bomb that ever 
demonstrated its effectiveness was thrown 
the nrst of March, New Style, 1881. It 
killed the Czar of Russia. It was more ol­ 
io s adm itted in our country that the Ni- 
liilita were patriots. The foreign element 
were wild with delight. 
Inasmuch as 
W ashington, Jefferson and Jackson were 
haters of Kings, America was glad to see 
the foreign-born enjoying themselves. 
A t 
this stage, however, the people of London 
began to take a different view. One Johann 
Most, who has since added him self to our 
seven millions, in his paper, the Freiheit, 
prom ptly suggested tbat the killing of the 
Czar was only a beginning. All monarchs 
should be blown to pieces. 
For this Most 
was cast in prison. 
America did not ap­ 
prove tliis suppression 
of free speech. 
Next, we believe, came the tragedy ot Phoe­ 
nix Park. 
This abominable deed of May, 
1882, merited and received the execration 
of the entire civilized world—as had all the 
oilier like deeds merited it. Then a little 
later, in 1882, in the middle of a summer 
night, the news cante from London that a 
bomb had exploded in the Government 
buildings. 
Worse yet, subsequent expo­ 
sures showed that the plot had originated 
in America! Then cante a melancholy di­ 
vision of sentim ent. 
There were more 
than the exiled Irish who gleefully read of 
the terror in the great capital of the civil­ 
ized world. The New York Herald hoard 
that a man at 1’eoria was manufacturing 
infernal machines lor British export, 
it 
sent a reporter from Chicago to l’eoria, who 
saw and talked with the dynam ite liend. 
Early in 1883 followed another explosion, 
and, the first week in April the murderous 
expedition of Dr. Gallagher was captured, 
his nitro-glycerine factory was destroyed, 
and the truth brought home to us all that 
we were a nation of England-baters, who 
harbored known assassins. 
Doubtless the 
public excitement in England which ended 
with sentenc s of life servitude for the Gal­ 
lagher crew transcended any popular fer­ 
m ent caused bv any crime of recent de­ 
cades. Just at this time, too, the m ine was 
built over which Kaiser W ilheim and Bis­ 
m arck were to pass. Singularly enough, 
the plot was not brought to light until a 
year afterward, and punishm ent was not 
ineted out to the would-be murderers until 
last year. 
H artm ann 
liad just 
been 
am ong us, fresh from seeing bis comrades 
hanged in Russia. 
But Lord Lyons had 
been calling our crimes so sm artly to our 
attention that our Government put forth 
some slight effort to arrest H artm ann, who 
had published the account of the futile 
W arsaw explosion over his own signature 
in the New- York Herald. Yet, when it 
became evident that H artm ann was not 
safe in America, there were many laments 
that freedom was already dead. That was 
bad enough—to refuse a refuge to the 
known assassin. To make any effort to 
help England in her search for the ene­ 
mies of her peace was out of the question. 
Men who were deep in all sorts of murder 
were merely shadowed for a week or two; 
none were arrested. But here is the truth 
of centuries: A man who would throw a 
bomb at the Czar would throw it at George 
W ashington. The day Russikoff’ heard the 
plaudits of the western world, he heard the 
plaudits of an ignorant people. They were 
m aking their own bed. If, therefore, in­ 
citement to blow up Loudon were “ mere 
talk’’—non-actionable—then argum ents in 
favor of dynam ite for corporations must 
also be “ mere talk.” There was no alter­ 
native. and, with some misgivings, that 
doctrine was accepted. It was held to be 
w ithin the paie of reason and law to gather 
in the public parks, on Sundays, and there 
m outh against reason, government and so­ 
cial order. 
In fact, it came to be a show— 
one of the sights ot great cities. Last year 
a bomb exploded in front of a small dry­ 
goods store in Grand street. New York citv. 
% ell, tbat was put there by the police!—so 
the public mind quieted itself. But, onlv 
six years after Russikoff threw his bomb 
on the Newsky Prospect, there rises in the 
night air of a public street in Chicago— 
three nations and an ocean westward of 
Russia—a streak of fire. It curves over the 
head ol an unsuspecting assemblage of jk>- 
lice nud onlookers, numbering perhaps two 
thousand people. It hisses and explodes, 
and oue officer lies dead, one citizen lies 
dead, and fifty people lie groaning with 
terrible wounds. Russikotl’s bomb was 
thrown in Russia. Titus had it begun. 
The villains next walked iu open daylight 
at London Tower and W estminister Hall 
on Saturday, January 23,1885. Now. men 
w ith the same hatred of their fellow-men 
flourished in Chicago : stood in the guise of 
spectators in a peaceful city, where the po­ 
lice were friends and neighbors, and hurled 
this same Russikoff missile at Liberty her­ 
self. T hink of it, Americans! Here it is, 
home to us a ll! Is it any worse for us than 
it was for Alexander? Is it any worse for 
us than it was for Cavendish and Burke? _ 
But how differently do we all feel, now that . 
we know aa assassin who would hoist his : 
Czar would as surely hoist his tailor or g ro -1 


cer, if the tailor or the grocer had been 
kind enough to trust the assassin ! 
l bere 
is therefore but one way to treat assassins. 
That way is to despise ami punish them , 
w hether in St. I’etersburg or in Chicago. 
He who would steal upon Tyranny in the 
night, would assail Liberty in the dark­ 
ness. And now that the deed of May 4, 
1S80, lias disgraced freedom, let us not lose 
our heads. 
. he editor who screams lor the 
lité of ail Anarchists, screams so loudly as 
to be a nuisance. The editor who speaks 
of our Governors and <*ur Mayors as imbe­ 
ciles. traitors and demagogues is over in 
the camp of Chaots already. 
It is our 
highest duty, in the moment of supreme 
civil trouble, to obey our Mayor and our 
Governor, as the little child obeys its fath­ 
er. 
If we be told to remain in our homes, 
there is the place for us until the officers of 
the law command us to appear elsewhere. 
H arsh criticism of an officer in tim e of 
such social disorder is a vile thing, abetting 
bloodshed. As for the police of Chicago, 
the events of the past ten days testify more 
eloquently then 
could any pen 
how 
stanchly they' have stood to the bloody 
task of maintaining order and perpetuating 
hum an liberty.

W E ABE NOT GOING TO HUIN. 


The Chicago Times puts it in this way: 
With o ,■ ,m*es o! rags from Kuropeau pest- 
heases wi luc e imported among other physical 
di-temper- tin- liightl'ul disease called chotera. 
Wiih . argots of social refuse from the shuns 
and gutters of Emope we have imported muoug 
o;'h r moric distempers the deadly disease 
catted socialism. We were taught ill the costly 
sc . ' • ' of experience to adopt rigorous • piaran 
tiue measures against the former. Have we 
learned ill that costly school the nece-sitv of 
quarantine against the taller, or shall we re 
4 lire more tuition of dyuainitc bombs? 


Not if the expression of the presis of 
the country is to lie accepted as a standard 
of tbe current of public thought. 
The 
press demands tbe establishment and en­ 
forcement of this social quarantine at once. 
M iller of New York, Felton of California, 
and Mitchell of Oregon, have introduced 
bills looking to some such accomplish­ 
ment. 
But the Times fears we hope without 
cause for the quarantine regulation. 
It 
holds that demagogism is yet too prevalent 
among our law m akers to warrant the 
expectation th at they will deal with the 
subject as is needed. 
They •• coquette with every two-legged indi­ 
vidual that iias attained the right to put a bal­ 
lot in the box," and tack the moral faculty of 
discrimination between the foreign anarchist 
with a red flag and a dynamite bomb and the 
honest American citizen lhat he is preparing to 
destroy. 
There is some truth, but mainly error 
in this conclusion of our Chicago contem­ 
porary. 
There are courageous good men 
in Congress; partriotism neither sleeps 
nor drowses; the instinct of self-preserva­ 
tion i- not benumbed. 
Legislators, even 
if we admit that most of them first “ count 
noses," realize that the vast majority of 
the [icople and the good of the country 
demand 
the restrictive 
measures sug­ 
gested, anil hence self-interest, as well as 
patriotism, will move them to enter upon 
the task of reforming the laws necessary 
to l>c changed to effect the desired end. The 
Times, with a lugubrious wail, assumes to 
think the nation in peril. 
For instance, 
it tells u* we have passed from youth to 
the 
ills anil diseases of old age without 
experiencing the middle life of nation­ 
ality ; that we have accepted the saying 
of 
a 
demagogic 
idiot, 
that 
this 
republic is “ an asylum for the oppressed 
of all nations" and we have lieen bowing 
down to it with idolatrous 
adoration- 
We have sent for, aided to come anil we 
coined the criminals and paupers, the so- 
eiiil lepers, the diseased and the brutal 
refuse of Europe ; we have squandered the 
public domain, depreciated home lalxir by 
tariff laws excluding the products of the 
labor abroad we have invited to these 
shores, anil destroyed foreign commerce to 
enrich g n a t capitalized industries. 
All this sounds loudly, but the country 
is not " bad ofi’.” 
No nation is in danger 
th at realizes its errors as this oue does, 
th» the tarili question the Times simply 
echoes a partisan w ail; there is honest 
division on that issue. 
We have noi dis- 
|H:scd of the public domain without com­ 
pensating and developing results, while 
as to foreign landlordism it has not vet 
grown to dangerous proportions, and al­ 
ready has received attention that will re­ 
sult in the application of such remedy as is 
needed. 
Our chief blunder has lieen in 
adopting the absurd sentimentalism that 
America is a free hospital for the world’s 
incurables. 
But that idea is even now ex­ 
ploded, and finds no comfort in the na­ 
tional heart. 
The very fact that we con­ 
fess the need of certain corrections is the 
best evidence of the vigorous vitality of 
our system. The charge of a rapid passage 
from youthful health to old ago and dis­ 
ease, in which the struggle for existence 
sharpens, and political scrofulous condi­ 
tions develop, is hut the result of pessi­ 
mistic blues. The industrial and com- 
inervial conditions do not justify any such 
alarming diagnosis. On the contrary, the 
American people are to-day ‘-better off” 
enjoy more material comforts, greater re­ 
wards for labor, broader intellectual ad­ 
vantages and profounder peace than those 
of any nation of Europe. 
The unrest of the past few months does 
not signify national degeneration or social 
decay. 
The attrition of the present is the 
necessary prelude to the birth of the 
promise of the future. 
Out of travail is 
bo.-n life. 
\\ ith the free-school system 
intact, religious tolerance secure, republi­ 
can 
institutions 
unshaken, democratic 
forms dominant, the great mass of the 
people loyal to the laws and the restraint 
necessary to order; with the work the 


ily on, we believe with Fiskc that the fu 
ture of this nation is so stupendous as to 
almost exhaust the powers of speculation. 
T hat there exists crime, corruption, wrong 
and error, proves no failure of democratic 
institutions. 
They have proven their 
worth in three great wars, and were horn 
of contests, beside which the menace of the 
present is nothing. We have demonstrated 
the ability of a tree, self-governing people 
to maintain such a system, to substitute the 
arts of peace for the rule of the mailed 
hand, to displace armed contention by le­ 
gal intervention, by arbitration and pacific 
counsels. 
If we have grown fast and ex­ 
perience now its diseomfarts, it remains 
that we have proven to the world the 
strength of a Federal Union, the wisdom 
of trust iu the jieople, the equality of men 
before the law, the supremacy of human 
rights over the tyrannies of kings and 
princes. 


PLUCK AND SUICIDE. 


“ As a m atter of fact," says the Oregonian, 
“ duty is only another name for difficulty, 
and the man or woman who consents to 
suicide or moral self-surrender whenever 
some scoundrel makes them suffer senti­ 
mentally, or calamity cuts the cable of 
their business anchor, is an invalid—a 
subject for debate among doctors, who 
sometimes heal such people, ratlier than a 
candidate for the world’s effusive sympathy 
and sorrow.” 
T hat is a charitable view to 
take of it. 
The man whose m entality has 
not been demoralized hv physical ailments, 
who, in the bloom of health commits 
suicide, is cowardly. 
To say that lie was 
insane is the charity of human kindness. 
We agree with our contemporary that 
there is more sym pathy justly due the 
plucky girl who sues the rascal who 
promises and repents, than for the senti­ 
mental iloll who takes poison because “ a 
fool man” changes his mind about m arry­ 
ing her. 
There is more poetry in the sui­ 
cide, hut more practical sense and squared- 
up sound judgment in the horsewhip or 
the verdict for damages. 
There is a per" 
feet flood-waste of human sympathy for 
the people who commit suicide because 
tilings have gone wrong. W hen a faithless 
one deserts the one-time object of his af­ 
fect ions, the woman, if sensible anil reason­ 
able and appreciative of her duty in life, 
will oiler heaven thanks that she lias been 
delivered from a fraud. 
But this kind of 
woman somehow gets very little sympathy. 
To enjoy th at luxury she ought to pine 
and go into a decline and melt away in 
consumption. 
Pluck in one is worth all 
the sadness, sentim entality and misfortune 
and weakness in a thousand suicides. 
A 
North Carolina girl hanged herself be­ 
cause a rascal refused h e r; a Marin county 
man drowned himself because some one 
charged him with complicity in bribery ;

and moral cowardice ought to serve as ex­ 
ampies to those tempted to let go their 
grip.

bless these heroic men and women, and 
God pity the poor, sellish wretches who 
murder those they love but cannot possess, 
and cowardly escape the gallows that 
groans for them, by pistoling their own 
lives away.

It is to he hoped that the 
people of San Francisco will see their way 
clear to the retention of the library in 
their own city. 
If not, it might well be­ 
come a m atter for proper consideration 
by the State. 
Add the 30,000 volumes in 
the Bancroft library to the State Library, 
and the hitter collection will possess so 
greatly enhanced a value as to make it one 
of the most noted libraries in the world. 
Or the collection might he secured for the 
State's great educational center—the Uni­ 
versity at Berkeley, where it would he 
easily accessible to students of the State. 


to the doctrine th at San Francisco is the 
State, and th at outlying sections are de­ 
pendent upon her.

It says, for instance: 
People look upon such pretty spectacles as 
that afforded hv “ The Princess" performance, 
am i in adm iration of it forget how dear is the 
cost. Thev do not realize that the beauty of the 
toilettes, the drill and all that goes to m ake up 
the charm of the show stand for tim e, money 
and energy wasted; that the more efficient the 
children are in this sort of thing the le s effi­ 
cient they m ust 1m- in the legitim ate business of 
the school. They do not reflect th at after this 
grand public occasion school w ill seem dull to 
the children, ami its tasks tedious drudgery. 
They do not reflect that iu these public appear­ 
ances the children are acquiring tastes which, 
in some eases at least, wilt m ake their whole 
after lives wretched. 
Very true. 
It will he remembered that 
Madame do Maintenon fell into trouble 
from a like cause. She had the “ toy Con­ 
vent ’’ school of St. C yrat heart. 
It grew 
out of her wish to aid the daughters of 
noble houses gone to decay. 
Iler school 
was richly endowed, and practical and 
religious 
education was 
available 
by 
poverty-stricken pupils free 
until they 
were 20, anil then a marriage dower was 
secured to them. 
All went well, until in 
an evil moment the girls were given some 
of the lesser plays of Racine and Corneille 
for exercise 
in 
dram atic declamation. 
“ E sth er” was finally w ritten for them, 
and tliev played it so well th at the no­ 
bility of France struggled for admission to 
the “ show.” 
The result was demoraliz­ 
ing. and only by the most rigid discipline 
and total abandonment of the school 
drama was the institution saved from the 
dangers of a childish taste for the stage. 
The example may not parallel the schools 
of this country, hot human nature is much 
the same to-day as in 1689. 
Despite the 
sixty nuns, the King and Maintenon, the 
St. C'yr school was well nigh broken down 
by the school drama, just as any school 
will lie to-day when the minds of the 
scholars are drawn from study to this false 
recreation.

It is so exhaustive and 
detailed, that any given line or particular 
expression of authority on any subdivision 
of a subject may be almost instantly discov­ 
ered.

REfEYT PUBLICATIONS. 


From Charles L. Webster A Co., New 
York, we have the second volume of the 
“ Personal Memoirs of U. 8. Grunt.” Con­ 
cerning the method of General Grant in 
treating of the civil war, we indulged in 
some extended remarks on the appearance 
of tbe first volume. There is. therefore, no 
need at this time to rem ark upon the sim ­ 
plicity. earnestness and straight-forward­ 
ness of his style, nor of the natural grace 
and eloquence that distinguishes all simply 
told tales by men of great executive ability 
and the modesty of noble natures. The 
present volume contains 645 pages, includ­ 
ing a comprehensive index of both vol­ 
umes. There are several appropriate and 
well-engraved maps, anil a tine steel por­ 
trait of Grant as Lieutenant-General of the 
Armies of the United States. This por­ 
trait. from a photograph lurnisbed by bis 
family, is one of the best we have ever 
seen of the great General. It has never be­ 
fore been made public property. This vol­ 
ume contains a fine etching of McLean’s 
house at Appomattox, in the parlor of 
which General Grant wrote the terms foi 
the surrender of the Army of Northern 
Virginia, and in which General Lee signed 
their acceptance. There appears also a fac­ 
simile of the document from the original 
terms of surrender, as written by General 
Grant. The volume treats of the battle of 
Chattanooga, 
Hooker's fight above the 
clou so n Lookout m ountain, all the sub­ 
sequent operations up to the bloody battle 
of the Wilderness. The capture of At­ 
lanta, Sherm an’s inarch to the sea, and his 
operations in Georgia, North and Soutli 
Carolina, are considered. Sheridan’s raid 
down the Shenandoah Valiev and his vic­ 
tory at Five Forks are described. The Ap­ 
pomattox campaign, culm inating with the 
final scene of Lee s surrender at McLean’s 
house, is graphically told. The apple-tree 
legend, and the story of Lee's sword, are 
authentically settled. 
Anecdotes of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln are related. 
Army stories aro 
told. The inside history of im portant op­ 
erations, undivulged at the time, and here­ 
tofore misunderstood, is explained in this 
volume. 
The surrender of 
Johnston’s 
arm y to Sherman, and the fall of Mobile, 
are touched upon. 
The movements of 
General Grant at the time of President Lin­ 
coln’s assassination are described, and the 
book closc'3 with the end of the war and 
the grand review of the victorious armies 
in W ashington. Gne of the particularly 
striking passages in the volume is that 
in which Grant speaks ot the military 
character and ability of ibat idol of the 
army. General Thomas. General Grant, 
however, has not measured Thomas by the 
popular standard. H e says : “ His dispo­ 
sitio n s were deliberately made, and always 
good. 
He could not be driven from a point 
be w as given to hold. 
He was not as good, 
how ever, in pursuit as lie was in action. 
1 do not believe he could ever'liave con­ 
ducted Sherm an’s arm y from Chattanooga 
to A tlanta against the defenses and the 
commander guarding that line in 1864. 
Gn the oilier hand, if it had been given 
him to hold the line which Johnston tried 
to hold, neither that General nor Sherman, 
nor any other officer could have done bet­ 
ter.’ 
We may expect this estimate to be 
a- uile.l hv the men who were so devoted 
to tlie gallant Thomas, but as to wbat he 
might have accomplished is all in the field 
of speculation, and no good can result 
from contesting the opinion of General 
Grant which he had the courage to express. 
Grant believes that Lincoln desired Jeff. 
Davis to escape, as lie did not wish to deal 
with the matter of his punishment, blood 
enough having been spilled “ to atone for 
our wickedness as a nation. At all events, 
he did not wish to he the judge to decide 
whether more should be shed or not.” 
As 
to the garb in which Davis was captured, 
the belief of General Grant was that Davis 
was in a m an's dressing-gown. 
He adds: 
“ Hail be succeeded in making his escape 
in any disguise, it would have been ad­ 
judged a good thing afterwards by bis ad­ 
mirers." 
Of the capture of General Stone- 
man (now Governor of California), Grant 
says that General Stoneman was sent to de­ 
stroy railroads by General Sherman, from 
near Atlanta, to the south about Macon, 
and then go east, and, if possible, release 
the prisoners at Andersonville. But the 
attempt proved a failure. McCook got back 
after indicting a good deal of damage upon 
the enemy. Colonel Adams came in later 
and reported Stoneman and all but him self 
lost, and shortly after. Colonel Capron got 
in and 
confirmed tbe report. General 
Stoneman finding escape for all his force 
impossible, made arrangements for the 
escape of two divisions, and covered their 
movements to the rear with a force of 
about seven hundred men, and at length 
surrendered himself and detachments. In 
this raid, however, much damage was in­ 
dicted upon the enemy. There is no word 
of adverse criticism by Grant upon this 
action by Stoneman. For Stoneman’snon­ 
presence in East Tennessee and on the 
road to support Sherman, he blames Gen­ 
eral Thomas, to whom lie attributes tardi­ 
ness more than once, but us we have quoted, 
subsequently pays bis soldierly qualities 
merited 
compliment. 
W hen Stoneman 
was sent, however, Grant says he pushed 
ahead, creating some consternation with 
his cavalry, and later on he speaks of Stone­ 
man’s expedition from Kast Tennessee as 
eminently successful, but without good re­ 
sult, because the war was practically over 
before tbe victories were won, becasse 
of tbe difficulty Grant experienced in get­ 
ting Thomas to send Stoneman forward. 
He credits General Stoneman s raid, how­ 
ever with good work in getting near to 
Lynchburg, when the 
armies of 
the 
Jam es and 
the 
Potomac were 
clos­ 
ing in on Lee at Appomattox. So, too. 
lie says that Stoneman’s approach caused 
the evacuation of Lynchburg, and was the 
cause of tbe commotion Grant’s command 
tieard there when at Appomattox. 
He 
speaks also of the success of General 
Stoneman in thereafter pushing South, and 
operating in the rear of Johnson’s army 
about the time negotiations were going on 
between Sherman and Johnston tor the hit­ 
ter’s surrender, and refers finally to the 
great damage Stoneman’s cavalry inflicted 
upon the enemy's stores and the im portant 
captures of guns and pri-oncrs made by 
him . Speaking of the armies of Europe, 
General Grant estimates the men as brave 
and tbe officers capable. But most of the 
soldiers are taken from a class not very in­ 
telligent, and have little interest in the con­ 
tests in which they engage. But in the 
United States our soldiers in the civil war 
were able to read, knew what they were 
fighting for. and could not be induced to 
serve as soldiers except in an emergency 
when the safety of the nation was involved’, 
and so necessarily must have been more 
than equal to men who fought merely be­ 
cause they were brave, and because they 
were thoroughly drilled and inured to 
hardships. General Grant warmly defends 
Sherman as against Halleck, and speaks of 
tbe acts of the latter toward the former as 
“ outrages.” 
“ A Tale of a Lonely Parish" (press of 
Macmillan it Co., London and New Y o rk ; 
C. S. Houghton & Co., Sacram ento; $1 50) 
is F. Marion Crawford’s latest romance. 
The scene of the tale is a retired English 
village in which are less than a half dozen 
people of much social prominence. 
These 
are the personages of the novelist’s drama. 
There is the conventional churchm an of 
the robes and bis wife, in this novel, as iti 
all that locate their activities in England's 
rural sections. The other characters are 
those ot a student, a book-loving squire; a 
cultured and refined English lady with a 
mysterious husband—a convict, and their 
beautiful little daughter Nellie. The earlier 
portions of the book introduce us to tbe 
thoughts and life purposes of these people 
(excepting the convict), and it must be con­ 
fessed they are rather inconsequential. But 
in this very effortlessness there is consum­ 
mate art by Mr. Crawford. If his characters 
are ordinary they are strongly so. and one 
realizes that the first hundred pages ac­ 
count of them is only in the nature of 
house preparation for’ great events. 
And 
they come, and with swift suddenness, in­ 
volving enough of the tragic to make them 
de-ply. thrillingly of interest. The coun­ 
try of preparation 
passed, the reader 
emerges into an area of activities that move 
upon a tragic plane, and when the chief 
tragic character appears he comes espe­ 
cially naturally, so adroitly has the way 
been paved for him. 
It is a capital story, 
but not at all like anything Mr. Crawford 
lias iieretofore written’. 
It resembles none 
of his former works, and in intensity of in­ 
terest does not approach one of them, since 
it deals not at all in the philosophical, and 
probes in no direction the supernatural. It 
is entirely of the world, and a very circum­ 
scribed area of it. But it is nevertheless a 
production of the better order of society 
ronianccs, and invites and holds the earn­ 
est interest of the reader from the begin­ 
ning to the end. 
The “ Bostonians" is the title of Henry 
Jam es’ last 
novel. 
(Macmillan A Co.. 
London and New York ; Sacramento. C. 
S. Houghton.) The scenes of Boston life 
to which Mr. James introduces us. we must 
assume are entirely truthful, and have as 
little of over-color as is to be expected in 
the successful romance. Rigid, severe, un­ 
compromising adherence to the tones and 
tints of real life would be passionless, and 
scarcely comprehensible to the reader. 
It 
appears to us that Mr. Jam es wrote from a 
far aWav standpoint; that is to say, he pre- 
Isents Bostonians to tho reader as they 
would be viewed by one wholly a stranger 


to them and New England society, who 
should be suddenly transported to these 
American activities’ from distant and cult­ 
ured groups of foreign society. The novel 
re.allv is a treatise on the new Boston born 
of the old Boston, when there was less 
tolerance, more moral heroism and social 
martyrdom. 
There is the same run of 
clever 
wit and 
keen hum or running 
through this very fat volume in two parts, 
that is characteristic of Mr. Jam es’ best 
efforts. 
The book is not wholly satisfying; 
indeed, its close leaves the reader in that 
expectant state when the curtain is run 
down on a play in which all the characters 
have not been disposed o f according to our 
"n o tio n ” of the “ thing.” The novelist 
has been purjioseful in th is; he lias left a 
good deal to the reader's own judgment as 
to what the developments should be. and 
has thereby enhanced the interest we have 
taken in his creations. 
From C. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have the latest odd conceit yet evolved 
from the ingenuity of the publishers. 
It is 
a strangely, handsoiuely-covered quarto, 
with a charming illum inated outer page, 
entitled the “ Message of the Blue Bird ; 
told to me to tell to others,” by Irene E. 
Jerome. The title card is held to the cov­ 
ers by two skeins of parti-colored silk 
thread woven through holes and appearing 
again on the reverse side, anil returning to 
the front are caught in heavy double bow- 
knots. 
The inner pages are on heavy 
enameled boards, in quaint type, with deli­ 
cate engravings, landscapes 
and flower 
pieces, in most of which the blue bird ap­ 
pears. 
It is really an Easter song, but tbe 
book is a charm ing bit of handsome work 
for any time, since it is a dainty combina­ 
tion of song and illustration, with poetic 
taste and artistic excellence, distinguishing 
every page, and published by Lee A Shep­ 
ard, Boston. 
“ Madame de M iiinttnon,” an etude by 
J. Gotter Morrison, i< a small parchment 
cover, quarto, issued by Scribner A Wel- 
ford, New York. 
It is a consideration of 
the fairest of women in the politics of 
France in monarchical eras. 
Of these 
Madame de Maintenon is judged in the 
durability of licr influence and the length 
of her reign without parallel. 
Her extra­ 
ordinary career is sketched in the most 
skillful m anner in eighty-six small pages 
of large type. 
It is altogether the happiest 
short monograph concerning that rem ark­ 
able woman, lialf-nun, half-queen, we have 
met with. 
From 0. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have Nos. 12, 13,14 and 15 of Cassell A Co.’s 
admirable “ National Library." These cap­ 
ital books sell at but 10 cents per volume, 
one being issued each week. Thus, for $5 
a year, a small library of choice standard 
literature can be had. 
Nos. 12 and 13 com­ 
prise the *'Adventures of Baron T renck;" 
No. 14 is tbe “ Lady of the Lake," and No. 
15 is “ Selections from the Table Talk of 
Martin Luther.” 
“ A Roman Gentleman Under the Em ­ 
pire,” by Havnel Waters Preston ; “ King 
Iludewald,” by Helen Gray Gone; “ Valen­ 
tine's Chance.” by Lillie Chace W ym an; 
“ A Glimpse at 1786," by Edward Stan wood; 
the “ Statute of Lief Érikson,” by Henry 
Van B ru n t; the “ Coup tie Grace,” by An­ 
drew H eldbrooke;” and a consideration 
by tbe editor of books by James. Crawford 
and Howells, together with the usual de­ 
partments. 
The “ Sporting Man's Companion" is a 
neat volume issued by Richard K. Fox, 
New York.

“ A Strange Disappearance."

“For Mamie’s Sake.” by G. Allen, is a tale 
of love and dynamite, lie is a novelist of 
the sensational order, yet by no means of 
the unnatural in his conceptions ot charac­ 
ter and the motives for hum an action.

A correspondent asks if the Transcript 
was not the first paper published in Sacra­ 
mento. 
In looking up the m atter we find 
that on the 28th of April, 1849, at Sutter’s 
Fort, the first Sacramento paper was born. 
Its parents were E. C. Kemmo <fc Co., and 
from the fecund seed they planted sprang 
all the journals which have been since 
either propitiously or untimely horn. Over 
one hundred newspapers nave occupied 
the field, but the death rate has been so 
enormous that Sacramento has not beer- 
inaptly termed “ the graveyard of news­ 
papers.” The first paper, the I'iarer Timex. 
was an off-shoot of the Alta California, of 
San Francisco, and its success gave courage 
to the adventurous man who conceived the 
idea of a paper at the Fort. The merchants 
there congregated rallied about him , and 
subscribed to secure him from loss. A lot 
of old type was picked up out of the Alia 
office, an old Ratnage press was repaired, a 
lot of Spanish foolscap secured, and the 
whole shipped to Sacramento on a vessel 
known as the Dice me Nana ("Says my 
Mamma” ), the first craft to carry type and 
press to interior California, which trip she 
made in eight days. An office was built 
for the paper about (500 feet from the north­ 
east corner of the bastion, near what is now 
the corner of Twenty-eighth and K streets. 
IT WAS A STRANGE MIXTURE 
Of adobe, wood and cotton cloth, hut an 
swered tlie purpose. The paper was in 
size 13 by IK inches, and had a title vignette 
which had been carved in wood with a 
jack-knife. All sorts of expedients were 
resorted to in cutting off and piecing out 
letters to make up a complement of "sorts" 
in the cases. 
The press had a wooden 
platen, which needed constant planing off 
to keep it level, and the rollers were any­ 
thing but successes. The lime» appeared 
on Saturdays until June, when chills and 
fever drove Mr. Kemble to "the Bay,” and 
T. I’. Per Lee it Co. took charge, i’er Lee 
ran tlie paper two weeks, but being a tyro 
in the hu-iness, gave it up. and J. 11. Giles 
took charge as agent for E. Gilbert & Co., 
at that tim e the owners of tlie Alla Cali­ 
fornia. 
In July tlie office of the Timex was 
removed from the Fort to Front street. 
It 
flourished for a time, but the promise to 
give it a lot for a building being unfulfilled 
the editor growled about ingratitude. The 
subscription was $10 per annum . In No­ 
vember. 1849, after a brief period of reduc­ 
tion in size it resumed its old shape and 
was removed to Second street, between K 
and L. 
April 22, 1850, it began to appear 
as a tri-weekly, and J. E. Lawrence assumed 
e htorial control. June 5, 1850. it appeared 
as a daily, and thus won the distinction of 
being; 
T1IE FIRST DAILY PAPER 
I’ublishcd in Sacramento. 
In July. 1850. 
it was enlarged one-third. October's. 1K5R 
it was purchased bv Loiing Bickering J 
E. Lawrence and I. Aldrich, the price paid 
being *1(5,000, which included the cost of 
the building and two lots. 
Aldrich soon 
afterwards disposed of iiis interest to his 
partners. 
I’lie paper had been neutral, but 
in ISoO inclined toward the Democracy. 
V\ hen the squatter riot excitement came 
on, it had been valiant in defense of the 
real estate owners, hut under its new m an­ 
agement was less partisan. 
In June 1851 
it was consolidated with the Transcript, its 
rival, its last issue being June 15, 1851. 
THE GOOD OLD DAYH. 
In the research.for the history of the first 
paper, so briefly sketched, we iiave had to 
pass, for brevity’s sake, a hundred inci­ 
dents of the good old pioneer period inti­ 
mately connected with the career of tlie 
Placer Times. Those were the flush days of 
™ “ ‘VJiiK efa- Sacramento had tlieii hut 
100 buildings ; 
there lay at her river front 
harks, brr^s and ships in deep water. 
H y­ 
draulic mining and boycotting were then 
things unknown and unheard of. An ordi­ 
nary wooden hotel, 35x55 feet, then cost 
8100,000 to erect, and readilv rented for 
N->,000 per month, as did that built by Bran- 
nan on Front street and leased to Fowler A , 
Fry. Fifty dollars per 100, or $1,000 per'1 
ton, was charged by teamsters for haul­ 
ing freight from Sacramento to Mor- 
U1°P Island.

was worth $2 50 
to $3 per pound; cheese, $1 50 j>er pound ; 
and milk .>1 perijuart. Carpenters received 
81(5 per day, and common laborers $1 50 an 
hour.

COULD MUSTER BUT EIGHTEEN WOMEN 
From a region extending from Marvsville 
to the San Joaquin, and over these 250 men 
competed for the “ first dance,” after hav­ 
ing paid $32 per ticket for admission to tlie 
ballroom. The Sacramento of that time 
had been termed ’ a nucleus of attraction 
to the whole world.” Here centered the 
varied spirits which marked the pioneer 
days with so much of the rude and the no­ 
ble; of crime and honor; of debasement

THE SECOND PAPER. 
The first issue of the Sacramento Trans­ 
cript appeared April 1, 1850. 
It was the 
size of the Times, appeared as a tri-weeklv, 
and was the first paper to issue in interior 
California ofteticr than once a week. Tlie 
proprietors were G. K. Fitch. S. C. Upliam. 
J. M. Julian, 11. S. W arner, Theodore Rus­ 
sell and F. C. Ewer. Mr. Fitch and Mr. 
Bickering, of the pioneer press of this city, 
are now the proprietors of tlie Eveniiui 
Bulletin and Jlorning Call, of San F'raticisco. 
The Transcript was a good paper, aimed at 
literary excellence, and was ably edited. 
Fifth interests in this paper sold in the 
sum mer after its birth for as high us $5,000. 
G. C. Weld bougiit the interest of Uphaiu 
for $10,000 very shortly after the paper 
started. 
In July. lHpo, the Transcript was 
enlarged, and the rivalry between it and 
the Times became very warm. The Trans­ 
cript was an independent sheet in tlie start, 
but in December, 1850, came out for the 
Democratic party, and was thus the first 
interior Democratic paper. 
THE TIME8-TRANSURIPT. 
(In tlie Kith of June, 1851, the Tintes and 
Transcript were united, and issued as one 
paper under the joint title, being the first 
double-headed paper in California. 
It was 
enlarged, and appeared in form about the 
size of the D aily Record-Union. G. K. 
F'itch had become State Printer, and I,. 
Pickering had the city printing. These 
formed the basis of the fusion, Mr. F'itch 
retaining a half-interest in the paper and 
Pickeringand Lawrence the other half. The 
editors were Pickering. Fitch and Law­ 
rence. The newspaper found a rival in the 
State Journal, and in June, 1852, the Times 
and Transcript left the field and went to 
San F'rancisco, where it was published by 
the old firm, and subsequently hv George 
Kerr & Co., composed of George Kerr, B. F. 
W ashington, J. E. Lawrence and J. C. Has- 
well. It passed from them to Edwin Bell, 
and next to Vincent E. Geiger & Co. Pick­ 
ering. Fitch <fc Co. meanwhile liad acquired 
the Alta California, and December 17, 1854, 
they bonght back their old Times and Tran­ 
script, ami the Alta swallowed it at one gulp. 
The third paper in the field was The Set­ 
tlers' and Miners' Tribune, an organ of the 
Squatters' Association, started October 30. 
1850. Dr. C. L. Robinson was the first 
editor, and was noted for the active part he 
took in the squatters’ riots of 1850. H e 
subsequently became the Free State Gov­ 
ernor of Kansas. Tlie late Jam es Mc- 
Clatchy and L. M. Booth were associate 
editors. The type with which this paper 
was published was brought from Maine by 
Cyrus Rowe. The paper was issued daily 
for one month, except Sundays, when it 
declined to a weekly, and after another 
month quietly gave up tlie ghost and was 
laid to rest in the journalistic boneyard.

Ib c Slavery Casen, 
Yesterday, after some little disagreement 
relative to the continuance of the cases of 
Lee Ah Dot and 5 u Gim, who were on 
Thursday arrested on warrants issued by 
United States Commissioner Bugbey on 
charges of keeping certain women in invol­ 
untarily servitude, General Carey, as coun­ 
sel for the defendants, announced that they 
would waive examination. Thereupon tlie 
Commissioner fixed their bail at $10,Out) 
each, and required white men as bonds­ 
men. in default of bail, he intim ated that 
he would send them to jail in San F'rancis- 
cn, pending trial in the United States Court. 
Subsequently it occurred to him that it was 
doubtful whether the defendants could 
waive examination under the law, and lie 
took the matter under advisement until 10 
o’clock this morning. The defendants were 
taken to the county jail. Earlier in the 
day the Commissioner had declared the 
hail given by them on the previous day for­ 
feited, because of their not appearing be­ 
fore him yesterday at the hour fixed, but, 
as they were in their 
attorney’s of­ 
fice, near by, at the time, and their failure 
to appear in Court was probably an 
oversight, it is likely that the order forfeit­ 
ing will he revoked. One of the three 
women held as witnesses changed her mind 
Thursday evening, relative to her rem ain­ 
ing in the custody of Deputy United States 
Marshal Parker, and intimated that she 
did not want to do so. On the application 
of General Carey, Commissioner Bugbev 
then fixed the bond for her appearance as 
a witness in the sum of Jl.QCO, and, on its 
being given, she was released. Yesterday 
afternoon the same attorney procured writs 
of habeas corpus from J udge Van F'leet 
direetingComuiissiouerBughey and Deputy 
Marshal Parker to show cause, at 10 a . m . 
to-day. why they restrain the other two 
women of their liberty. 
As that is the 
hour fixed for the further hearing ot m at­ 
ter.' concerning All Dot and Yu Gim. there 
may be a conflict of authority, m aking the 
case more interesting. It is evident that 
the defense want to regain control of the 
women as soon as possible, and it is equally 
certain that Commissioner Bugbey is de­ 
termined to ascertain, if possible, whether 
tlie women are held in slavery, and to pun­ 
ish tfieir claimants if such is the case.

T h e C o tto n y C ushion S cale—T h e R od an d 
th e B lack S cale in S a c ra m e n to . 
Eds. R ecord-Union : 
In last Wednes­ 
day s issue of your paper there was an 
item in reference to the cottony enshion 
scale, which requires correction. 
It was 
stated that this pest can he found in twenty 
¡daces in the city. Such is not the case. 
I he infested places so far as known to me 
at present, are one accacia tree on the 
grounds of Mrs Mesick, at Ninth and F 
streets: some siuali lemon trees and rose 
bushes in front o ' 711 E street: ami an 
orange tree on the lot at the southeast 
corner of Sixth and E streets. Tl.t se trees 
would have been cleaned last f„U. hut we 
could not get permission to enter the 
grounds. 
1 he red scale, a very destructive species 
in f , i US 
"^Ptt-ading tupidly through­ 
out the city, andean Lie found upon the 
*fi n" 
rrP'i"," is of at least twenty 
residences. The black scale is alsopretty 
ici m i i T '1 ai0l,ln,i' 
1 ,s P o etice can be 
readily detected by the black fungus on 
the fruit and foliage of the orange and 
lemon trees, and also on the oleanders. 
Owners of trees that are infested should 
have them cleaned, so as to prevent the 
further spread of these pests.

the 1st oi April last, the State law, to pre­ 
vent the spread of insect pests, is in force, 
and that any person having trees, etc., in­ 
fested by such insects as are known to be 
injurious to vegetation on grounds which 
ttiey own or occupy, are, on complaint ot 
fa'" « ? " ns' liable to a line of not less 
than $2o. 
Duiing the last two vcurs I have had 
several applications to send help to d u n 
infested trees, hut none of our laboring 
men wished to expend $50 or $75 to pur­ 
chase an outfit to do the work.

A Sketch 
o f K d u ca tio n a l A d v a n ­ 
tages in this S tate- P u b lic and 


P rivate E d u ca tio n . 


One of the first inquiries of the intending 
Settler in California is concerning the edu- 
tional faeilitiis of the State, 
t he man of 
family makes it a prime consideration. He 
wants to know what the chances are for 
giving his children a fair education in the 
new land to which he is invited. To the an­ 
swer the Ueooríi Unios devotes this space. 
In the outset it may he said the whole ques­ 
tion can be covered in a single sentence— 
that in no State is the manifestation of lib­ 
erality for educational purposes greater, 


THE EDUCATIONAL ENDOWMENT 
Of the State stand-, side by side with the 
very best of the Vnion. 
In every county 
in the State the tree common school system 
is in operation. The school funds are ap­ 
portioned among all the districts according 
to the number ot ehiidrcn of achool age, 
and in California this is between 5 and 17 
years. Tims the most distant county, that 
least populated, has its share of the funds 
of the State educational department. The 
theory is that the education of all the peo­ 
ple is of interest to all the people. Thus it 
happens that many of the more populous 
counties contribute much more to the 
school fund than they draw hack for edu­ 
cational purposes. Sordid minds fail to 
see the justice of this arrangement, but 
they are unable to explaii* on what prin­ 
ciple of common justice they would defend 
the system they would substitute for it, to 
wit : the support of each district by the im­ 
mediate taxpayers thereof. The system 
we have, 


IT W ILL l!E SEEN AT A GLANCE, 
is a comprehensive one, and insures to the 
weak districts just as much per i-jpita lor 
the education of the children of the State 
as is accorded to the strong and rich dis­ 
tricts. 
Between the ages of 5 and 17. we 
have nearly 250,000 children entitled to 
equal educational facilities, so tar as the 
State is concerned. Of this number, nearly- 
150.000 attend public schools, and about 
20.000 attend private schools. 
Less than 
00.000 atteud no schools. 
A large part of 
this number is to be deducted from the ap­ 
parent total, by reason of the law, which 
empowers Trustees to exclude children un­ 
der 0 years of age. The truth is, that but 
tew attend before they are 7 years, and a 
p e a t number ot educators are of the opin­ 
ion that that is full soon enough to send a 
child to a public school, or indeed to anv 
school. 
" 
WE HAVE IN THE STATE 
No less than 2,500 school districts—the ac­ 
curate num ber is close to that ligure, as the 
forthcoming educational reporta for 1885-0 
will show. We have in all about 1,150 
grammar ami 2,200 primary schools, sup­ 
ported wholly, or in part, from the public 
funds. We pay an average monthly salary 
to 
male 
teachers ot about 
$81, and 
to female teachers of about $00. 
In our 
State school fund we had on hand at the 
beginning of the year 1881—the la3t report 
at hand—the sum of $587,058 00, and in 
the year received to the fund sufficient 
money to make the aggregate sum $3,920,­ 
228 36. TheState apportionm ent per child 
was for that year $3 25. We paid out for 
school expenses in that year $3,072,057 55. 
The total valuation of school property in 
the State exceeds $8,000,000. 
There is 
provided for each district u library fund, 
and all the larger districts have libraries 
of inure or less prominence and practical 
value. Teachers’ institutes are held annu- 
allo in a majority of the counties, the ex­ 
pense being borne by the school fund. We 
have two Normal schools in a highly pros­ 
perous condition, supported wholly by the 
State, where persons may be educated to 
the vocation of teachers, tree of personal 
cost for tuition. 


TH E SCHOOL FUNDS ARE DERIVED I ROM : 
First, the State fund ; second, the countv 
fu n d ; third, the district or local fund. The 
State fund is raised mainly from property 
taxes and poll taxes, and is supplemented 
by income from interest on certain bonds, 
held in trust for the State, and also interest 
on a balance yet due for school lands pur­ 
chased from the State. The bonded secur­ 
ities field in trust for the school fund in 
1884 aggregated nearly $2,000,000, and mav 
be said to be about that figure at this 
writing. 
Under 
our system, wherever 
there is a district having ten census children 
provision is made for a tree school, and the 
expense is no more than if seventy attend. 
Thus it will be seen that we have provided 
for an immense increase of population, 
without any increase of expense to the 
tnx-payers. and this fact must strike the 
new-comer with especial force. 
In every 
county there is a School Superintendent, 
and in cities there are city or local Super­ 
intendents. At the head of our system 
stands 


THE UNIVERSITY OK 
CALIFORNIA, 
At Berkeley, Obviously we cannot, within 
the compass of a general article, give any 
adequate consideration to that institution. 
It must suffice to say that it ranks with the 
best, while it is among the youngest. The 
location is unsurpassed for salubrity of 
climate, beauty of scenery, and all the sur­ 
roundings to stimulate the spirit of devo­ 
tion to study. 
It is composed of a group 
of colleges, including agricultural,m echan­ 
ical, medical, dental, law, pharmacutical, 
classical, scientitic, and a college of Setters. 
Beside the handsome endowment of the 
I niversity by the general Government, 
many private donations have been made to 
it. and handsome buildings erected for 
special purposes and stocked by the mu- 
nilicence of private wealth. I.i addition, 
the State, with a boundless pride in the 
University, every two years liberally ap­ 
propriates funds for its enlargement and 
the extension of its usefulness. It is a 
well-equipped institution, with 
a large 
faculty of capacity not surpassed by that of 
anv similar university. There áre insti­ 
tutions 
SUPPORTED BY THE STATE 
For the deaf, dumb and blind, and one for 
the adult blind, and these are equipped 
thoroughly, and with liberality of expend­ 
iture highly creditable to California. Ttiere 
are twenty orphan asylums, with schools, 
in the State, that receive partial aid from 
the commonwealth, based on the census of 
the inmates, taken semi-annually. There 
are now before the people the questions of 
reform schools, work schools, and shel­ 
ters for the unfortunates who are not 
orphans, bnt still are essentially wards of 
the State. There arc several private insti­ 
tutions, such as Boys’ and Girls' Aid Soci­ 
eties, Giiis Shelters, kindergarten sehools, 
and the like, supported handsomely by pri­ 
vate donations, and lately the gifts 'have 
been made in sums of from $5,000 to $10,­ 
000. There are very manv church schools 
and church colleges. Indeed, the number 
ol these worthy institutions ranks, accord­ 
ing to population, with those of any other 
State in the Union. 
We cannot dwell, as 
we would like to, upon ihis topic. To a t­ 
tem pt to enumerate, name and state the lo­ 
cation ot the many colleges and schools 
would exceed the limits of this article. 
The new-comer will ¡earn that, whatever 
his religion, he will find in this State some 
good college adapted to his faith for 
the education of his children, and in addi­ 
tion, colleges of medicine, surgery, busi­ 
ness. and theological universities and acad­ 
emies that have given us some of tlie 
brightest men of the pulpit in the Stale. 
There are in tins State two large 


SCHOOLS OF JIESiUN, 
One is at San Francisco and has been is 
existence fittccn years, and has had suc­ 
cess, such as is rare even with the best 
schools of art m Europe. Tie- other is at 
Sacramento ami is in its first year, it oe- 
cupies the I*,. I». Lri*.’ker Art Gallery, given 
to the city of Sacratiientol>v the genoro-ütv 
of Mrs. Margaret E. Crocker, and held in 
charge and direction By an incorporated 
society, known as tlw California .Museum 
Association. 
The school has nearly 
many pupils as the older one in San Fran­ 
cisco, and has met with most remarkable 
success. 
It occupies the loveliest room 
enjoyed by any art school in the worU, the 
building alone costing over $185,000. 
To 
be classed among the 


kdpcational institution» 
Of the State are such as free libraries, 
and society libraries. The chief of these 
are the Mechanics’ Institute at San Fran­ 
cisco, the Mercantile Library at San F ran­ 
cisco, the Odd Fellows’ libraries at San 
Francisco and Sacramento, the free li­ 
braries of Sacrainenlo. Oakland and other 
cities, and notably that of San Francisco. 
There are also notable institutes of general 
knowledge, chief among which we class 
the California Academy of Sciences, an 
institution of age, wealth and vast useful­ 
ness, located at San Francisco, but having 
its work—planned throughout the entire 
State. Of the saute character, but younger. 
:0 the California -Museum Association of 


Sacramento, already mentioned, the pur­ 
pose bring to build up a body for scientific 
research, and inquiry into the resources 
and natural history of the State, and the 
diiTusion of knowledge. At Santa Barbara 
and Los Angeles similar institutes are pro­ 
jected, and at the former place we believe 
one is already in successful active opera­ 
tion. We have besides the Inventors’ In ­ 
stitute, the Slate Horticultural Society, viti- 
eultural organize, ions, technological socie­ 
ties. a society of microscopista, botanists 
and geologists, numerous medical societies, 
an association of architects for promoting 
the study of architecture, and any number 
of literary societies in the various cities and 
towns, some of them being oí especial 
prominence. There are several A rt As­ 
sociations doing good work in culturing 
artists and establishing a correct school of 
criticism. Among the great educational 
features of the State is the Lick Observatory 
on Mount Hamilton, which is due to the 
beneficence of the late Jam es Lick. 
It i» 
now near completion, and will be the 
largest astronomieul observatory in the 
world, and fitted with the most powerful 
instrum ents the genius of man has ever* 
produced. 


REGARDING SCHOOL-BOOKS, 
T h e .State has heretofore selected as it 
needed from those privately pu b lish ed . O f 
coEr.se. th is has led it in to th e sam e diffi­ 
cu lties experienced elsew here concerning 
changes, and the con ten tion o f publishers, 
and th e control o f the several School 
B oards som etim es carried in to th e L egisla­ 
ture and th e State Board o f E ducation. 
N ow , how ever, the State is engaged in 
p rin tin g th e m ost o f th e hooks to be used 
in th e prim ary and gram m ar schools, and 
these are to be furnished to th e people at 
cost. 
W e had w ell n igh neglected to m en ­ 
tion the several m ilitary sch ools o f the 
Slate— all private institutions, but all en ­ 
joyin g the confidence o f the public. 
There 
are also a num ber o f sem inaries conducted 
by popular educators, and on e o f these has 
but recently taken on the honors of a col­ 
lege, and called to itself as President one 
o f the m ost distinguished educators of the 
Fast. 
IN SACRAMENTO, 
The Capital City, there are two gram mar 
schools, a high school, graduation front 
which insures entry to the State Univer­ 
sity—so excellent is its standing, and a 
large num ber of primary schools under the 
State system. A local tax is laid for the 
support of these, in addition to the funds 
received from the State. The school-houses 
are of the very best, and the more prom i­ 
nent are handsome architectural ornaments 
to the city. In no place in the State are 
better salaries paid to teachers, or a higher 
degree of competency required. There are, 
in addition, several private prim ary schools, 
a large school for girls conducted by a 
Catholic Sisterhood, an academic institute 
by a Catholic Brotherhood, a private nor­ 
mal school, a private sem inary, several 
schools of music, two private art 'schools, a 
fine business college, literary, artistic, edu­ 
cational. medical and mechanical instit­ 
utes. The State Library is located here, 
and ranks third with State libraries in the 
Union ; and, in addition, is the library of 
the city, free to all its people; the Odd 
Fellows' 
Library, 
and several society 
libraries. Educational matters absorb much 
of the attention of the people of Sacra­ 
mento. and they manifest the greatest 
liberality in taxing themselves for these 
purposes. 


TH E STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 
A s final reference to th e educational in ­ 
stitution s of C alifornia, w e have reserved 
the m ention o f the m agnificent en dow m ent 
by G overnor Lclund Stanford and w ife o f 
the Leland Stanford, Jr., U niversity. 
T h is 
splendid educational w ork is to be begun 
at P alo A lto, in San M ateo county— less 
than an hour's ride sou th erly from San 
Francisco. 
To the accom plishm ent o f the 
purposes o f this work the founders have 
set apart property valued, w ith m on ey 
gifts to follow , at som e tw en ty m illion s o f 
dollars. 
T h e exact am oun t is not know n, 
nor is it probable that the founders them ­ 
selves have arrived at it. 
T he property de­ 
voted to the purpose indicated already 
aggregates a third o f th e su m nam ed, and 
the revenue therefrom w ill forever be ded­ 
icated to the support o f th e U niversity. 
A large Board o f Trustees of representative 
m en o f the State has been selected, to h old 
in trust th e property w ith w hich th e U n i­ 
versity is endow ed, and to carry out th e 
beneficent schem es o f th e G overnor and 
h is w ife. 
W h ile they live they reserve to 
them selves the m anagem ent o f the estate 
dedicated to th e w ork, and w ill account to 
th e Trustees for th e rents, issues 
and 
profits thereof. It is the m ost

A I tu r e A n im a l D is p o s e d o f b y ;i T r a p p e r 
in O w l M o u n ta in s . 
In the Owl mountains, Wv. T., is seen at 
long intervals a snow or white ibex. One 
of these rare anim als was recently killed 
by an old trapper and hunter known as 
Shoshone Jack. The snow ibex attains the 
size of the big lioin or mountain sheep, lias 
a coat ot dazzling white, and is of the true 
ibex breed. It is both active and powerful, 
and when driven to bay is a most danger­ 
ous adversary. 
Its massive horns, witli 
their backward sweep of two feet, are form­ 
idable weapons and are formidably used. 
Some years Tom Anton, then a mountain 
prospector and hunter, now half owner in 
the noted Bonanza Old Spring, Big Horn 
Basin, came near losing his life in an en­ 
counter with a snow ibex in the Owl 
mountains. Torn was in pursuit of a band 
of blaektail deer, when he espied ahead of 
him what he first took for a moving snow 
heap. Soon, however, he saw it was an 
animal, and a moment later knew that it 
must be the famed mountain rara avis, a 
snow ibex-. 
The ibex, an old ram, was 
within fair range, and Anton at once pulled 
down upon him . At the crack of the rifle 
the animal fell in its t-acks. Hastening up 
to secure the rare prize Anton suddenly 
fottnd him self confronted by the infuriated 
animal. A most tremendous “ butt" sent 
the hunter flying into the air, and when he 
struck the ground the ram was on top of 
him . And now the heavy, curved horns 
of the furious brute were dashed again and 
again against the anatomy of the hunter. 
Every bone and joint felt the fearful pun­ 
ishment. 
Finally Anton succeeded in 
grasping one of the heavy horns, and, 
dragging him self to liis knees, confronted 
his furious assailant. H e held on desper­ 
ately. and was forced to the brink of a rough 
and steep m ountain washout 
Here Anton 
succeeded ill drawing his hunting-knife. 
H e made several ineffectual passes with 
this weapon and the closely-clasped foes 
went down the washout together. The 
ibex struck the bottom underneath, and 
tlie keen and ready blade of the hunter 
drank deep of-its life-blood. Again and 
again did the knife strike home, and the 
snow ibex was a corpse. W hen dressed the 
carcass weighed 125 pounds, and the flesh 
proved exoellent eating. The Owl m ount­ 
ains seem to be the only W yoming district 
which the snow ibex is found. There 
arc said to be a few in certain localities 
the Montana mountains.—[Exchange.

Ojty of Mexico, May 15, 1886. 
Though Muy is by no means the pleasant­ 
est season of year in this section of the 
continent, its coming is annually hailed 
with public rejoicings. To the traveler in 
Mexico this m onth is a disappointment, 
■especially it he happened to arrive in mid­ 
winter direct (rom s. land of ice and snow. 
Finding such a wealth of fruits and flowers 
here in January, lie naturally inquires, 
“ W hat must it be in May ?” 
But already 
in ihis latitude the bight of the rose season 
is over, and gardens have taken on autum ­ 
nal tints presaging the "sere and yellow." 
Not a drop of rain have we seen since last 
October, and the arid earth seems dissolved 
in clouds of hot. lieu-infested dust, which 
has long made life a burden and traveling 
a martyrdom. 
In a few days the rainy 
season will begin—the true " winter of 
our discontent" in this land of the Mon- 
tczumas-—where for many weeks weeping 
skies and impassable roads will keep us 
close prisoners within the grav walls of our 
easa. But, all the same. 


“ TH E FLOWERY GATES OF SPR IN G -’ 
Must be formally opened when the sun 
enters Gemini, and all the plants of the 
earth are supposed to begin flowering, 
though we have been reveling in a regular 
northern May for the last six m onths. A 
common impulse seems to move the whole 
wide world at ihis tim eof year, when nature 
exerts anew her procreative powers—the 
same which called our ancestors out into 
the woods at dawn oil the first May 
morning to gather green boughs and gar­ 
lands with which to decorate their homes 
and churches; which sent the lads and 
lasses 
t f “ Merrie E ngland" spinning 
around the May poles; which causes the 
“ beltane" festival of the Scottish H igh­ 
lands and the May-day feast of curds and 
whey to share the honors of the tim e in 
ould Ireland with the shamrock and po­ 
tato. 
The instinct which prom pts the 
mating birds to build their nests at this 
happy season is doubtless akin to that 
which induces the superstitious maiden to 
steal slyly forth at daybreak on May m orn­ 
ing and anoint her tresses with the early 
dews, in order to secure a husband 
the 
same which, according to tiie poet, makes 
* * * * * The young man's fancy 
Tightly turn to thoughts of love.” 
The original intention of the present tiesta 
in Catholic Mexico was, no doubt, to fitly 
celebrate the close of Lent and the regen­ 
eration of m ankind through the risen 
Savior. There are those who piously call 
this season El mes dc Marie—“ the nionth 
of M ary"—and consider the flower festival 
entirely in her honor. But away hack in 
the m orning of Mexico’s history, before 
the Aztec race had arrived here or the 
Christian religion been heard of, the first 
day of this month was made the occasion 
of a testival sim ilar to that in which the 
ancient Romans offered sacrifices in honor 
of the mythological goddess whose name 
it bears—Mala, the daughter of Atlas and 
mother of Mercury, by- Jupiter. So far 
back in 


THE SHADOWY PAST AS A. D. C-tU. 
When the Toltecs possessed all this vale of 
Anahitac and their chief diety, Quetzal- 
coatl, “ tire feathered serpent,” reigned at 
Tula, a festival occurred here which bore a 
remarkable sim ilarity to that in the days 
of Romulus. Tiie month which now fig­ 
ures as the fifth of the year was third in 
the Toltec calendar, as in that of Rom u­ 
lus—who named it Mains, out of respect to 
the Majorcs or Senators and nobles of his 
city, as he named the next month Junius, 
in honor of the júniores, the youth of 
Romo who served him well in war. 
Acosta, the Mexican historian, tells of 
May-day festivals which were held here 
early in the seventh century-. lie says that 
in Quetzalcoatl's temple, at Choiula,"where 
now rise the ruins of a pyram id more won­ 
derful than that of Cheops, was a court of 
‘ reasonable size,’’ in which the Toltecs 
made great dances and pastimes, with 
games and comedies, on the festal days of 
their idol, the " feathered* serpent.” " The 
greatest of these fiestas occurred on the 
first day of May. To quote Acosta: 
“ In 
the midst of the court there was a theater, 
thirty- feet square, very ftnely decked and 
trimmed, the which they- adorned with 
flowers, with all the art and invitation that 
might be, being environed around with 
arches of divers flowers and feathers, and 
in some places were tied m any sm all birds, 
conies, and other tame animals. After 
dinner all the people assembled in this 
place, and players presented themselves 
and 
played 
comedies, 
some 
coun­ 
terfeited 
the 
deaf 
and 
rheu­ 
matic, 
others 
the 
lame, 
some 
the 
blind and crippled— all coming to seek cure 
frotn the idol. Tiie deaf answered con­ 
fusedly. the rheumatic roughed, and the 
halting told their miseries, whereat all the 
people laughed. Others came forth in the 
ibrnt of small beasts—some attired like 
snails, some like toads, and others like 
lizards. Meeting together, each told his 
office; and then every one retired to liis 
place and sounded on small flutes, which 
were pleasant to hear. 
They likewise 
counterfeited butterflies and birds of divers 
colors, which latter were represented by­ 
children who were sent to the temple to he 
educated. Then the players retired into a 
little forest planted there for the purpose, 
from whence the priests of the templedrew 
then) fortli again with instrum ents of 
music. In the meantime they employed 
many pleasant speeches—sotue in pro­ 
pounding, others in defending—wherewith 
the assistants were entertained. Thisdone, 
they- made a masque or mummery with a!¡ 
these personages; and thus 
tiie 
feast 
ended." 
CENTEOTL, TH E AZTEC CERES, 
Ages afterward—yet many centuries ago 
—the fierce successors of the’Toltecs in this 
valley- of Mexico, made a sim ilar May-day 
festival to Centeotl, the Aztec Geres. The 
word Centeotl means : “ She who supports 
us,” and the divinity- was also called by 
another name signifying “ Goddess of eartli 
and corn." The Aztecs and Totonacs wor­ 
shiped this mythical being with all the 
devotion which their descendants of to-day 
bestow upon the Virgin Mary-. They not 
only believed themselves sustained by her 
benefits, but that in course of time she 
would free them from tiie slavery of other 
gods, aud abolish tiie horrors of human 
sacrifice. Instead of the terrible ser[ients 
that were twisted around all the other idols, 
garlands were twined about the Mexican 
Geres, and her temples were alway s adorned 
with flowers, the only sacrifices offered to 
her being the “ first fruits" of field and 
vine, and such harmless anim als as doves, 
quails aud leverets. 
There is now no fixed date for holding 
the Mexican flower festival, each village 
choosing its own time, either in March, 
April or May. The first day- of the latter 
month is most generally selected, but in 
the Gity- of Mexico and thereabouts it 
usually occurs on Viernes de Dolores (’’ Fri­ 
day of Sorrows ') or immediately after 
Easter. This year, as heretofore, the Paseo 
délas Flores was held along the Viga—that 
picturesque canal which stretches away be­ 
tween long lines of willows and poplars to 
the far-famed‘flo a tin g Gardens' of tbean- 
d en t Aztecs. The scene along this historic 
causeway was an astonisTi inent to foreigners, 
being as charmingly peculiar as typical of 
a poetic and flower-loving people. They 
are earlv risers in this land of the sun— 
where breakfast is never taken until m id­ 
day. and everybody enjoys a long siesta 
during those heated hours when Americans 
are most actively- engaged in business. 
Long beiore sunrise the Viga and its boule­ 
vard were thronged with the aristocracy 
ot the city, as well as with a vast concourse 
of plebions and Indians, and by 7 o'clock 
festivities were at its hight. For miles along 
the tree lined avenue a constant procession 
of vehicles, 
horsemen and pedestrians 
packed tiie space between leafy- bowers on 
either side, while the canal was crowded 
with 
canoe? 
and 
Venetian-like gon­ 
dolas. Everything imaginable on wheels 
was here—the stately closed carriages of 
Mexican upper-tendom, open barouches 
and iandeaus, coupes, wagonettes, dog­ 
carts. victoria;:, even velocipedes and tri­ 
cycles; while thousands of horsemen gal- 
lopen gaiiy between—the severe simplicity ’ 
of the German and English style of riding- ' 
costume contrasting well with tnc silver- ! 
bedecked, gorgeously-caparisoned eqttes- j 
trians “ to the m anor barn.” Most of the j 
ladies were attired in dresses which we j 
consider suitable 
only 
for 
balls and ! 
operas—in pale silks or satins, no wraps, ! 
no covering for the head except now and i 
then a lace mantilla draped, Fpanish fash- > 
ion, upon die back h a ir; and such a flutter 
of pretty fans and costly jewels as these

The canal was completely covered bv

push their long poles against the river 
bottom singing as they g:,. 
Many inde­ 
scribable cratt were inclosed in an airv 
lattice-work ot woven rushes, intertw ined 
with flowers, which shaded the happy oc­ 
cupants. Others, gay with flags and 'awn­ 
ings. were exact imitations of Venetian 
gondolas; and thousands were simply dug- 
outs— the same primitive ch.alujms which 
Cortez found the natives using nearly four 
centuries ago. Most ot the canoes carried 
guitar-nlayers; a few were seen with harps 
or viols, and the air was full of music. 
Here everybody sings, at all limes and in 
all places, for these happy-go-lucky chil­ 
dren of nature are born musicians. Their 
innum erable folk-songs, though meaning­ 
less, are charm ing in soft-voweled Castil­ 
ian, and their high-pitched patriotic hymns 
incorporate a great deal about the tran­ 
scendent virtues of native heroes, irum 
Montezuma down to I)iaz. 
The banks were lined with booths of 
green branches festooned with garlands, 
wherein lemonade (colored red, blue or 
green), chia, a delightfully cooling drink 
made from the seeds of a flower and 
flavored with the juice of pine apples or 
oranges, pulique, orchata. and other mild 
Mexican beverages were sold. 
But the 
great attraction all along shore was tiie 
flowers, offered for sale by Indian girls, 
whose (left brown figures darted back and 
forth like shuttles 
as 
thcv fashioned 
bouquets and .“button-lioles" with surprU- 
ing rapidity. From earliest days Mexico 
has been noted for the beauty and diversity 
of her flora, and here were heaps upon 
heaps ol the choicest blossoms, of which a 
carriage-load m ight be bought for a few 
reales. These bowers of living green set 
off’ well the piquant beauty of 
THE INDIAN GIRLS. 
Eacii was crowned with a poppy wreath- 
her black hair hanging in long braids, eves 
shining like stars, - 
whiter by- contrast to 
red skirt gathered loosely around the un­ 
corseted waist. shoulders but partially cov­ 
ered by the low chemise, above which a 
reboso was flung with careless grace—an ad­ 
mirable foil they made to the richly-at­ 
tired patrician 
dames 
who 
patronized 
them. 
Near the bridge of the embarcadero was 
an enormous bower of leafy branches, 
which 
the 
City* 
Council 
had erected 
at a cost 
of 
several 
thousand 
dol­ 
lars. and beneath it two line military 
bands, also paid from the public treasury, 
played alternately during the day. In tins’ 
delightful retreat, commanding a view 
both up and down canal and causeway, 
chairs were for hire at a real (12} cents) 
apiece. A detachment of gensdannes rode 
constantly to and fro, as guardians of the 
peace; and at every twenty feet along the 
boulevard policemen were stationed, from 
the embarcadero to the bronze statue of 
Guatiniotzin. fhe youthful poet, priest and 
soldier king of ancient Mexico. 
j 
It is estimated that fully 20,000 people j 
visited the Viga on this festival of Viernes ! 
de Delores. 
All bore in their hands or on i 
their heads some floral tribute as a wel­ 
come to spring, while boats piled high with j 
blossoms were continually coming down j 
from the groat gardens beyond Santa Anita 
and the floating islands of lxfacaleo. The 
festivities were kept up, though on a di­ 
minished scale, for two days and nights. 
During all that time the shrill, discordant 
rattle oi

Rose above the babel of human voices. 
These little instrum ents of auricular tor­ 
ture are made of tin, wood, iron, ivory, 
even gold and silver, in all conceivable 
shapes.

A num ber of letters making inquiries re­ 
garding the proper time and mode of using 
sulphur for the prevention or repression of 
mildew on vines, suggest the propriety of a 
sum m ary statem ent of the subject, for the 
general benefit of those interested. 
'I he fust question asked is whether sul­ 
phuring should or m aybe done while the 
vine is in bloom. There is much contra­ 
dictory evidence on this subject. 
From an 
outside point of view it seems undesirable 
to place an antiseptic, intended for the de­ 
struction of m inute vegetable life, in im­ 
mediate contact with the extremely delicate 
tissues of a flower in process of fructifica­ 
tion. The action of the pollen on the 
pistil itsell involves a process of genuine 
growth, w hich cannot he supposed to be 
favorably influenced by the presence of an 
agent hostile to other vegetable life. Still, 
as in the east ot the buhach or insect pow­ 
der, which, however fatal to lleas, is innoc­ 
uous to man, it is possible that what is 
very deadly to a m inute organism like 
mildew may pass harmlessly by even the 
delicate stigma and pollen tubes of the 
larger vine. 
No special warning in the 
premises is given in the latest European 
and American works on viticulture, and it 
must be presumed that no obvious or con­ 
stant bad effects have been noted from sul­ 
phuring blooming vines. 
it is true, how­ 
ever, thatclsewhere the time for sulphuring 
is usually very much later than is found 
necessary in some parts of California, 
where mildew otten starts in May—hence 
perhaps Californian experience on the sub­ 
ject is more extensive, and it is somewhat 
conflicting. 
Decided injury has been reported in some 
cases; in others it has been noted that 
vines sulphured during bloom have “ se t” 
fruit abundantly,while others close at hand 
and not sulphured have been subject to 
couture to a damaging extent. In such cases 
it must he inferred that the couture was due 
t to a fungous parasite which was at work 
I on the bloom, and which was suppressed 
■littering15teeth'^made ! where sulphuring was done, but was per- 
bionze checks, short \ £as ouiitied° 
WOrk wLu‘re tl,e antidote 
As regards the reported cases of obvious 
damage from sulphuring into the bloom, 
some clue to its possible causes was afforded 
by the examination of a collection of sam­ 
ples of commercial sulphur exhibited at a 
late meeting of the ¿anta Clara Viticultural 
Society. 
Among eight samples of Califor­ 
nia ground sulphur there were three that 
possessed a strongly acid taste on the 
tongue, evidently from the presence of sul­ 
phuric acid. 
It is quite certain that if any 
sulphur so contaminated were introduced 
into an open grape flower it would effectu­ 
ally destroy the vitality of any pollen or 
pistil touched by it. 
No such acidity’ was 
perceptible in any of the samples of French 
(sublimated) sulphur exhibited at the same 
time, although one would more reasonably 
expect to find it there than in ground sui- 
phur, in view of the usual modes of pro­ 
duction. 
Considering the whole of tiie facts before 
us. 1 would advise that sulphuring should 
he «lone before or after bloom rather than 
during the sam e; and that ail sulphur 
used at such time, especially*, be carefully 
tested on the tongue to ascertain whether 
or not it contains a perceptible am ount of 
acid. 
Alt such should he discarded from 
any use whatever in the vineyard. 
Regarding the mode of application, 1 
have previously given m y reasons for pre­ 
ferring t j have sulphuring done while the 
leaves are moist with dew. The powder 
then remains! adherent t j the leaves in­ 
stead of being blown away’ by the first 
wind : and thus the disinfecting action is 
maintained for a length of time as it is 
necessary it should be, since the effect is 
not instantaneous, but depends upon the 
gradual formation of sulphur vapor. The 
latter is formed more or less at all ordinary 
temperature, as is obvious from the well- 
known odor which is especially striking 
when a sulphured vineyard is under hot 
sunshine. There is not, as has been errone­ 
ously stated, any combustion under these 
conditions, and therefore no generation of 
the " sulphurous gas " which serves as a 
disinfectant in wine cellars. 
Moreover, 
any particles of sulphur lodging on tiie , 
soil and becoming mixed with it becomes 
useless so far as tiie formation of sulphur 
vapor is concerned, because that vapor is 
prom ptly absorbed by the soil. Only rel­ 
atively large masses of sulphur falling on 
the around can exert any effect on the vine; 
but whatever lodges on the head or in the 
crotches of the stock will, to the extent ol 
its surface exposure, contribute to the 
formation of the disinfecting vapor. The 
most economical and effective use is, after 
all, the even dusting-over of the moist 
leaves, on which the particles will remain 
fixed until evaporated. For young vines, 
the dredge is most convenient; on older 
ones, the bellows having a positive pro­ 
vision for agitating the sulphur powder 
within is preferable; without such pro­ 
vision the distribution is very uneven and 
wasteful. 
As regards, finally’, the choice between 
ground and sublimated (French) sulphur, 
the two are doubtless of equal efficacy 
when made equally line, and, while differ­ 
ing considerably in price for equal weights, 
there is reaily little difference in the cost of 
equal bulks, which is the practical basis of 
comparison. Both the touch and the m i­ 
croscope show that the ground sulphur is 
prevalently much coarser than the sub­ 
limated, and the large, smooth, shining 
fragments ol the former roll off and are 
blown away from the leaves m uch more 
easily than the minute, rough, roundish 
grains of the sublimated. Of course, the 
latter could be prepared in California just 
as well as in France; and, judging from the 
samples lately examined, it would when so 
made be more certain of not containing in­ 
jurious ingredients than is some of the 
sulphur now offered, which has probably 
been made from crude, natural volcanic 
material, instead of such as lias been puri­ 
fied by previous melting from the acid 
with which it is almost always contam ina­ 
ted. Arsenic is another common im pu­ 
rity of native sulphurs, and would be very 
objectionable in un application to a bloom" 
ing vine.

j This process must go on until the day and 
I the month both meet in a common period 
of about 1,400 hours, but if this be the 
case, the moon must have been once much 
nearer to the earth than it is now. Profes­ 
sor Darwin carries back his investigation in 
this direction to a time when the moon 
revolved about the earth in somewhere 
between 
two and four hours, and in 
a 
position 
where 
it 
was 
marly in 
contact with the earth, and in which 
it was rotating in the sumo period—a state 
"hit li mat he looked upm as having born 
antecedent to tbe time when friction began 
its “ work of grinding down axial velocity 
and expanding orbital range." The moon 
then started on its F-ug spiral journey out 
from the earth. 
Pr-.f. Darwin calculates 
that this start occurred not less than 54,- 
OjG.GOO of years ago. 
but the most rapid 
rate of rotation in a finid mass that would 
be consistent with spheroidal equilibrium 
is two hours and twenty minutes. Une 
second of augmentation more than this in 
the rate of rotation would inevitably cause 
tbe rotating mass to flv asunder. The pre­ 
sumption is that 
the 
earth 
did 
fly 
asunder 
from 
overfast 
spinning, and 
that 
such 
disruption 
was 
coincident 
with 
what Miss Clerke speaks of as 
the ' birth throes of the moon." I’rof. 
Darwin, however, conceives that, in all 
piobability the lunar-terrestrial system is 
an exception among the bodies swured bv 
the sun, due to the circumstance that the 
moon is proportionally by tar the most 
massive satellite known, and that the in­ 
fluence ot tidal drag has been concomi­ 
tantly great. 
No other satellite ever 
possessed tide-raising capabilities at all 
comparable with the influence which is 
exerted by the moon. The separation of 
satellites trom their primaries essentially 
depends upon the attainment of a dis­ 
ruptive rate of rotation—an effect which 
may be prevented by the secondary effect 
of the additional tidal drag set up by the 
sun keeping down tbe velocity of tbe'rota- 
tion of the primary below the velocity that 
would correspond with the actual point of 
disruption. The earth just escaped this 
degree of retardation, ami hence the ex­ 
istence of its solitary satellite.—[The Edin­ 
burgh Review.

As he was working these levers lie saw that 
parts of the engine moved in the right 
direction, and at the exact tim e that he had 
to open or close the valves. lie procured 
a strong cord, and made one end test to the 
proper part of the engine and the other end 
to the valve lever. Then lie had the satis­ 
faction of seeing tiie engine move off’ with 
perfect regularity of motion. 
A short time after the foreman came 
around and saw the boy playing marbles at 
tiie door.

Smeaton, tiie great mechanic, when a 
bov, disdained the ordinary playthings of 
boyhood. H e collected the tools of w ork­ 
men and bothered them with questions. 
One day, after having watched some m ill­ 
wrights, lie was discovered, to the great 
distress of hi family, in a situation of ex­ 
treme danger, fixing a windmill on top of 
the barn. 
H:s father sent him to London 
to study law. hut ho declared that " law did 
not suit the bent of ids genius," and ad­ 
dressed a memorial to liis father to show 
his utter ineompelcney for legal pursuits. 
His father finally allowed him to do as lie 
wished, and it was he who built the Eudv- 
stone Lighthouse in the midst of the 
waves.—[Selected.

T iie B irtli T h r o es o f th e M oon . 
The tidal wave, set up on the earth by 
the moon, reacts to a certain extent also 
upon the moon’s orbital period. The moon 
is dragged forward in its patli by the ter­ 
restrial tidal wave, as certainly as the tidal 
wave is drawn backward on the rotating 
earth by the moon, and this implies an en­ 
largement of the orbit of the moon, and a 
recession of the moon front the earth. 
This process m ust go on until the day and 
the month both meet in a common period 
of about 1,400 hours. But if this he the 
case, the moon must have been once much 
nearer to the earth than it is now. 
Profes­ 
sor Darwin carries back ids investigation in 
this direction to a time when the moon 
revolved about the eartli in somewhere 
between two and four hour-, and iu 
a 
position 
where 
it was 
n..,rly 
in 
contact with the earth, and in which 
it was rotating in the same p.H od—a state 
which may be looked upon as having been 
antecedent to the time when friction br um 
its “ work of grinding down axial velocity 
and expanding orbital range." 
Tiie moon 
then started on its l-mg spiral journey out 
from the earth. ID.-r. Darwin calculates 
that this start occurred not less than 54,­ 
000,000 of years ago. 
But tiie most rapid 
rate of rotation in a fluid mass that would 
be consistent with spheroidal equilibrium 
is two hours and twenty minutes. One 
second of augmentation more than this in 
the rate of rotation would inevitably cause 
the rotating mass to 11 v asunder. The pre­ 
sumption is that 
the 
earth 
did 
fly 
asunder 
from 
overfast 
spinning, and 
that 
such 
disruption 
was 
coincident 
with 
what Miss Clerke speaks of a» 
tiie ’ birth throes of the moon.” Prof. 
Darwin, however, conceives that, in al¡ 
piobability the lunar-terrestrial system is 
an exception among the bodies swayed by 
tlie sun, due to the circumstance that the 
moon is proportionally by tar the most 
massive satellite known, and that the in ­ 
fluence of tidal drag lias been concomi­ 
tantly great. 
No oilier satellite ever 
possessed tide-raising capabilities at all 
comparable with the influence which is 
exerted hv the moon. The separation of 
satellites from their primaries essentially 
depends upon the attainm ent of a dis­ 
ruptive rate of rotation—an effect which 
may he prevented by tiie secondary effect 
of the additional tidal drag setu p by the 
sun keeping down the velocity of the rota­ 
tion of the primary below the velocity that 
would correspond with the actual point of 
disruption. The earth just escaped this 
degree of retardation, and hence the e x ­ 
istence of its solitary satellite.—[The Edin­ 
burgh Review.

or needle, these quick-stepping m ules, who 
alw ays know just where to pu t their feel 
down and the rattling spurs of the rider, 
bore them past m e and not a soul looked 
back. 
Now, of course, I was gently bred 
and exjiected to say “Good m orning” before 
introducing the subject o f needles, etc., but 
not one m ade a bow nor even spoke to me. 


LEA V IN G T H E STATES. 
To return to the beginning of m y story : 
Jo h n s and Moore brought tbeir families 
along. 
E; eh had quite a fam ily, and each 
fam ily had a neat tw o-horse wagon to ride 
in. To save the hardships of crossing Iowa 
all the wagons were to be sent across by 
land, and the fam ilies were to go by the 
way of St. Louis u p the M issouri river on a 
steam boat. 
T he oulfit of provisions was to 
be bought at St. Louis, and the wagons 
were to cross Ioiva w ithout a load, and it 
w ould be heavy hauling at that, 
liu t upon 
counting noses and adding u p th e cost of 
steam boat fare, it was found to be a heavier 
draft upon their purses to go by steam than 
upon their anim als by la n d ; and here was 
th e change in the kaleidoscope for me. 
They needed a trusty person to go by St. 
Louis to buy the outfit of provisions. 
And 
now rejoice all ye W estern pedagogues I 
1 
was taken in as a passenger, intrusted w ith 
three hundred dollars and had a first-class 
steam boat ride to St. Louis, an d then to 
Council Blulls, where 1 arrived in tim e 
w ith the needed supplies. 
I learned that 
th ey would cross the M issouri from Coun­ 
cil Bluffs in about three d a y s; that our six 
wagons were registered at • the ferry, and 
w ould cross w hen the w ind lulled, and 
a new boat was launched. T he goods were 
soon placed aboard our wagons in good 
shape, and then we took a gaze or two 
westward, trying in im agination to see 
across the continent. 


PR E P A R IN G FOR IN D IA N S. 
1 got out rny little brass pistol and pre­ 
pared for ail dangers of the way l»v trving 
what 1 could hit, for really I liad never 
given it a trial since a St. Louis Jew cheated 
m e into buying it seven years before. 
I 
now set m y h at on the fence and took sev­ 
eral shots at it. but could not h it it, and 
concluded th at it was because I was afraid 
of spoiling the hat, and th a t a m an would 
be a so m uch larger target th at I would 
surely lilt one if i shot a t him , and put 
it up. th in k in g 1 m ight not have to use it 
any way. 
M eantim e the new boat was finished and 
ready to launch, the old one was readv to 
be bailed out, and then our tu rn cam e 
to cross over. 
M oore had been elected 
C aptain of our team s, an d we at once 
joined another com pany o f fifty wagons 
irom 
Rock 
river, 
and 
felt safe 
and 
strong. 
By this lim e the w hole country for 
m iles around was literally covered w ith 
wagons, and it was a question how in the 
world they should all 
be ferried over 
in tw o little boats, th at could carry each 
only two wagons at a tim e. 


■TOCl: M IL ES O F WAGONS. 
And now comes in w hat seemed to nie 
w ould he an 
inevitable tragedy. 
The 
H ardy (Ben, I think,) train consisted of 
sixty wagons, and forty-eight had crossed 
over before th e crossing had been in ter­ 
rupted. 
By som e way a few team s were 
crossed over before th e last tw elve of the 
Ilard y train, an d it was believed they had 
thereby lo^t tbeir turn. 
T he dispute was 
betw een our train o f fifty-six wagons an d 
the H ardy train o f sixty. Those of tho 
H ardy train w hc bad crossed over cam e 
back to help settle the -natter. 
W hen ev­ 
erything was ready for crossing the wag­ 
ons, in two colum ns, stood side by side at 
the edge of the water, the tongues crossing 
each other. 
The o ti.-r wagons w ere a r­ 
ranged behind so close th a t the box of one 
wagon touched another, th e tongue being 
under the forw ard wagon. I was inform ed, 
and th in k it was true, th at th e length of 
tf - tw o trains w hich thus .-net at th e ferrv 
landing, extended, back into th e country- 
four miles. 
W hen a wagon 
w as put 
aboard the boat the next wagon was rolled 
into its place, a n d tho n ext behind cam e 
forward, until th e w hole four m iles o f 
wagons were m oved forward. Those whose 
turn was to com e next; fell in w hen room 
was made, four m iles from the ferry. T hat 
beats 
w aiting 
a t 
a 
city 
1’ostofiice. 
Lest this m ay stagger belief, allow m e to 
say th at it became necessary- to bring up a 
steam ferry-boat from St. Louis to enable 
all to cross th at year, and notw ithstanding 
th e aid o f this ferry m any did not get across 
until th e season w at Jar advanced. J tu t we 
left the wagons of the Rook rivet and H ardy 
trains fronting th e ferry landing, w ith the 
tongues crossed, and the forces of each train 
at .the w heels ready to p u t them on the 
b o a t sy m ain strength 
Wheat -he boat 
touched the bank our train forced its wag­ 
ons aboard, w hile a part helped to bold the 
o th er wagons from m oving.

W A ITIN G I C E GRASS TO GROW . 
W e w ent out five m iles to a beautiful 
stream and cam ped for the first night, and 
then waited for a day or tw o more, for th e 
grass was sm all. 
W hile here in cam p Mr. 
Johns concluded th at as the grass was 
scarce, he w ould like to send back to th e 
river a t th e In d ian m ission and get a little 
m ore corn, lest his horses w ould suffer be­ 
fore grass w ould he plenty. 
I volunteered 
to go back ior the corn w ith a friend. 
H e 
sent also for a brace o f saddle-bag pistols 
he luid seen at the trading post. 
W e saw th e Indian children of the m is­ 
sion at b reak fast; heard a brave sing “ H e 
oh, lie ho, hi oh, ho ho," an d repeat, each 
tim e descending in th e scale lower and 
lower, till th e sounds seem ed to come from 
away below tb« stom ach—and was u n ­ 
doubtedly an exam ple of the pure Indian 
guttural—and then ended th e verse by 
three loud yells—w ar-w hoop probably—of 
trium ph, because he had not sunk beyond 
his depth in low m usic, followed by- the 
words “ O m aha, O m aha.” 
T hen we left 
with our sacks o f corn for o ir train. 
On 
our return two Indian horsem en rushed 
from a ravine to our left tow ard us, evi­ 
dently intending to m ake us stam pede and 
rob us. 
B ut our horses were gentle, and 
theirs turned aside w hen getting w ithin 
ten paces of us. 
A F IN A L START. 
M onday m orning has come, our oxen 
are yoked and our team s harnessed, and 
we turn our laces westward, as civilization 
had done long before. 
If I had thought 1 
should he from A pril to Septem ber o:i the 
lonely desert or plains, 1 should have lost 
patience. 
And yet the fare was the sam e— 
•vluO by ox team and $100 by railroad now. 
The only difference was th a t 1 got across on 
Credit, bu t th e bill was presented in due 
tim e and the m oney paid. 
I was to be a 
passenger, but I drove the ox team and 
stood guard as regular as if I liad been 
w orking m y passage. 
T he story of the 
Irishm an who paid fare on the canal-boat 
and then w alked an d drove the m ules, 
pales by the side of it. 
And do not think 
th at in this narrow circle of life, w hen 
your hom e is on the road hv day and in the 
tent or guard a t night, th at all affection is 
destroyed. 
Should you sleep on guard and 
an ox be stolen, you m ay have to leave a 
wagon and th e provisions 
it contains, 
w hich m ay be your life, behind you. 
To 
goad an ox th at is saving your life by h a u l­ 
ing your sustenance from day to day. and 
llial m ay in sickness draw you to your in ­ 
tended hom e, is verily like torturing your 
ow n self. 
In short, the anim als becom e a 
part o f one’s self, and in patience and labor 
th e old trip across the plains endow ed us 
w ith th e “ labor and the patience of an ox." 
W e soon reached the E lk H orn river, and 
at the ferry found it a deep, blue, placid 
stream . 
FO RD ING T H E L IT T L E M L'D PY . 
A nd now the Rock river train is again 
about to show its prowess. 
A bout three 
m iles aw ay from tlie Elk H orn is a little 
stream , called on our guide-books. Little 
M uddy. 
It carried only a few feet of w ater 
in a m uddy bed, and carried it very slowly. 
T he banks were very steep and not sloped 
by the helping spade. 
T here was but one 
trark across it. and having reached it first, 
about h alf of our train had passed over, 
when up drove the sw ifter-m oving liorse 
trains, ju st ferried over the Elk H orn, driv­ 
ing up to the banks o f L ittle M uddy. T he 
oxen shied aw ay from th e horses. 
T he 
first horse train took the ford an d drove 
over, and the next followed and w ithout so 
m uch as “ by your kindness,” were cross­ 
ing over w hile we were to wait th eir pleas­ 
ure. 
B ut a plucky ox driver seized th e 
reins of th e leaders of the th ird team and 
turned the w hole m achine dow n stream , 
nearly capsizing it. T he driver of th e 
horse team had a very long and elegant 
w hip, w hich he plied with the dexterity of 
an old stager to the back of him w ho guided 
his leaders aw ay from th e ford. 
P at 
Lynch, “ from me country.” sprang for­ 
ward w ith bis ox goad, an d show ed h im ­ 
self as ready w ith sw itch repartee as tlicir 
countrym en usually are w ith wit of th e 
sam e nam e. 
T he w hip m an got rath er th e 
w orst of it, and finding him self forced in 
the wrong direction, said : “ In O hio I was 
a Presbyterian elder, and thought 1 had all 
m y passions under control, but som ehow 
or other on the plains I am m oved by im ­ 
pulse ; and all the wayward forces of self­ 
interest, and m y religion seems left be­ 
hind.” 
And it is nearly alw ays so. I need 
not tell bow m any crossed back to help 
” settle this m atter,” and how well p re­ 
pared w ith arm s, and how reckless our 
m en seemed to be. A ll is level on the 
plains. 
Religion passes for little. 
L earn­ 
ing is worthless. 
W hy, we w ould not haul 
a gilt-edged, unabridged W ebster tw o m iles 
if given us for nothing. 
A m an sold m e a gold w atch, a keepsake 
from his only brother back East. 
H e 
parted w ith it for m uch needed cash, w ith 
the condition if I got through w ith it he 
would like to redeem it. 
I sold the watch 
for a pack horse at the Sink of the H u m ­ 
boldt, and wasted no words on sentim en­ 
tality. 
My friend H yatt, w ho brought up 
at M arysville, sent to redeem it, but had no 
word of condem nation for m e th at did not 
come hom e to himself. 
VICIBSm IlES OK T H E W AY. 
But now we move onw ard for the Platte 
river. 
A wide stream , clear as crystal, 
w inding its way from the m ountains to the 
Missouri. 
W e now begin to see the new - 
m ade craves. 
H ere 
one and there an ­ 
other. 
By and by we pass five o r six a day, 
and finally the num ber reached tw enty- 
five a d ay ; all died of cholera. 
Yet we 
learned that on the other side of the Platte 
and along th e Blue river, th e harvest of 
death is lunch m ore plenteous. 
W e finally 
reached the end of tim ber, and are 150 
niilc-s below F o rt Laram ie. 
H ere we m ust 
try our wagon tires and reset them if nec­ 
essary. 
O ur wacons needed no resetting, 
and so 1 had a day for a buffalo hu n t. 
My 
com panion of the h u n t was W m . Stoddard, 
the sam e m an w ho in late years attem pted 
to guard the notorious W ells, the m urderer, 
from Nicolaus to Sacram ento, and was 
killed in the suburbs of this city. 
H e in ­ 
formed me th at day that he was a nephew 
of D aniel W ebster. Suffice it lor this h u n t 
th at we killed no buffaloes, but we saw one 
shot dow n by Stafford of our train. 
W e 
espied the buffalo at a distance, and sought 
to get a shot at him by crossing a hollow to 
a nearer ridge of ground, bu t w hen we 
reached there lie was y e ta long ways off, 
and we saw Stafford between us and the 
buffalo, craw ling up for a shot. 
H e a p ­ 
proached as near as lie could undercover, 
and then, still being too far off to shoot ef­ 
fectively w ith liis light gun, he arose and 
ran as rapidly as possible directly tow ards 
th e game, getting w ithin a hundred yards 
or so before being seen, and then fired for 
the im m ense fellow's heart. 
T he ball 
struck in his side ju s t back of the fore leg. 
and be dropped. Stoddard and I fired our 
i nns in the direction of the buffalo, so as to 
have part in th e tun, and then ran for 
the grand game. 
I wes dispatched to 
cam p for a wagon, and returned to the vi­ 
cinity of the gam e at dusk to find th at all 
had left, and vre m ust m ake our way back— 
about six m iles—over sand h ills and deep 
gutters in a dark night. 
Choosing tw o 
stars th at were in th e direction of our 
cam p we started hom e, put did not reach it 
tiil near m idnight. 
TVe had barely taken a i igh of relief 
when we learned th at Mr. Cheney, a law ­ 
yer from Illinois, and one of o a r com pan­ 
ions. was dead of cholera, and th at Mc­ 
Kenzie (I th in k I have the nam e) was 
dying. 
T he next m crning a broad grave 
dug by th e roadside, and th e two were 
laid side by side, covered w ith willow s, a 
chapter read from the Book of Life, a sol­ 
em n song was sung, and then we -covered 
them , to lie until the last trum p -zhould 
call them forth. 
W e planted a little h ead ­ 
board at th e grave, to m ark the spot, and 
bade them £xreweil.

Then we struck cam p, passed F o rt L ara­ 
mie. and stem m ed the current of the l ’iatte 
at th e upper crossing. 
A ll w ho had started 
iro m St. Jo, and from Independence and in ­ 
term ediate points, had now gained our side 
of the Platte river, and. like a jam to hear 
Jo an y L ind, we entered the Black H ills. 
On eom e of the Pis rah bights, over w hich 
we jcissed in ou r journey, we saw hills so 
high, so graceful rnU so exquisite in beauty 
th at we actually looked tow ard the sum m it 
to see if som e heavenly visitant m ight not 
be there. 
W hile In the Black H ills a few shovels 
of earth w .re panned out from the beds 
o f a few sm all stream s, ju st as a m at­ 
ter ot curiosity, but it would not pay, an d 
again our th o tg h ts were on the placers of 
o u r Golden State. 
T he w arlike Sioux had now been passing 
us in review for ogys, to see how m any are 
entering th eir co u stry and w hether he w ill 
be able to contend w ith us in our new 
hom es. But though th e dem and was made, 
we paid n eith er the Sioux nor th e Paw nees 
any tribute. 
T he O m aha chief was too 
soon for the o th er tribes, and took really 
ail we eould spare. 
T he Paw nee chief anti 
about fifty braves cam e into o u r catnp late 
one evening. 
They hung around and 
begged till nearly dark, and we all felt th at 
tt little danger lurked in the air. 
O ur Col­ 
onel, in his excess of friendship, invited 
th e 
chief 
to 
lodge 
in 
his 
gam p 
and 
o a /take of his hospitable b o arJ. 


w ith Stafford and th e buffalo, th at it was 
tim e to shoot, but coolness and prudence 
prevailed, and th e chief brought one yell, 
uiid his orders to the rank and file were at 
least as positive as graceful, and the red­ 
skins com pany, in single file, I believe, 
faced tow ard the wigwam , and th e linger­ 
in g few caught up on the double-quick, 
under th e stim ulus of a hoard effectively 
applied. 
If I should ever be an Indian I 
w ant to be a chief. 
As there h ad been som e opposition to 
having an Indian enem y in cam p, it was 
thought best to protect our guest’s safety 
by a guard th at night, and right here the 
K now -N othings go dow n forever. T heir 
m otto, “ P u t none bu t natives on guard 
to-night,” was hut another way of saying, 
“ Put your enem ies in pow er in tim e of 
danger.” 
It m ay have been long before 1 
could understand, 
but at th at tim e it 
seemed odd th at the do ¡ble guard all faced 
toward the wigwam ; but since 1 have 
learned th a t our Colonel slept th at night 
w ith an eye open, and kept our guest “ well 
covered,” I suspect th a t it was feared the 
wigwam m ight attem pt the rescue of its 
chief. 
A t all events, it is a tradition faith­ 
fully believed am ong us, th at the chief 
could not well have stirred that night and 
live. 


H O R SE -ST E A L IN G BY IN D IA N S. 
i have said the Indians levied no tribute 
upon ns. and yet a tribute was levied and 
collected before we got through. 
T he two 
best horses in th e com pany were raided 
front us one night, and, w hat will alw ays 
m ortify m e, is th at I was on guard th at 
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night. W e were cam ped on a sm all stream , 
hut too deep and the banks too steep fur 
entile to cross, so th at by choosing a horse­ 
shoe bend we had nothing to guard but its 
neck ; and here I w as placed. 
1 never had 
such a night of duty, although in cam p ot 
California m ilitia I have w atched for nearly 
h alf th e night our w hole park of artil.erv 
and som e infantry, a t least on m y side Of 
the cam p—and the boys were going in and 
out hail th e tim e—(for a d rink of water, 
I suppose), still, they were, two to one. 
easier herded than our train of horses and 
cattle. 
The m ost w onderful thing in the world 
to m e was th at the horses would alw ays 
work th eir w ay out tow ard the plains. 
1 
drove them back to their places w ith posi­ 
tive orders to stay there, but before I could 
get tw enty m inutes rest they were slow ly 
nearing the dead-line again ; driven, no 
doubt. 
T he m oon finally arose, large and 
round and beautiful and bright, and the 
horses were tar out hu t still w ithin the 
circle. 
W hile m y head was turned away, 
tw o m en m ounted each a fine horse, and 
galloped off before m y eyes. 
T he clatter 
of those feet on the hard plain, as if it had 
been upon a sm ooth rock, I can hear still. 
T hey 
were too far 
for the little shot­ 
gun 
1 
had 
to 
reach 
them , 
and 
th ere 
I 
stood, and 
fired 
not a gun. 
T he cam p was alarm ed, and som e pursuit 
was m ade, but prudence was the better part 
of valor, and the horses were never re­ 
covered. 
T he hoys consoled m e by saying 
they were glad I was on guard, for if it"had 
been them there w ould have been a terri­ 
ble rum pus. 
B ut th e w iser portion of the 
cam p said th at an Indian could never get 
close enough to an A m erican horse to steal 
him , 
and th at the 
thieves were “ the 
Salt Lake tribe o f Indians.” 
A nd th at was 
true. 


SQUATTERS 
RIG H TS AND ROWS. 
It is proper to state here th at our train 
had been divided and subdivided, and thus 
only eight or ten wagons were encam ped 
here, and we had several sick persons in 
cam p. 
B ut as we shall have no fu rth er oc­ 
casion to m ention our fam ous Rock R iver 
com pany, we dism iss it by saying th a t our 
last encounter w ith an enem y was as daring 
as any we had had. 
It was the custom of 
our horse team s draw ing fam ilies to drive 
ahead of the train, driving any loose or 
lam e stock, an d pick out our cam ping 
ground for th e night. 
T he presence of 
these team s and loose stock conferred a 
valid title to th e ground they occupied for 
th at night, or longer if desired. 
On this 
occasion the ground was selected on a sm all 
creek, an d grass was abundant, and buffalo 
chips even plentiful. 
T he stock was on 
the ground, and th e advance guard was 
getting supper. 
A large train containing 
alm ost an arm y of m en, som e of whom 
were fam ous athletes, drove up to the 
ground, and disregarding our valid occu­ 
pancy, circled their w agons into the usual 
corral, loosed th eir oxen and horses, and 
drove them upon our ground, driving our 
occupying stock further along the creek. 
O f course a vigorous protest was entered, 
but w ithout avail. 
T he protest was re­ 
peated to us w hen o u r train reached the 
ground. W e corraled o ur wagons (arranged 
them in a com pact circle), and turned our 
stock loose and received the order to drive 
them onto our selected ground, and at the 
sam e tim e drive the cattle of the intruders 
off. 
No attention .was given to objections 
o f our enem ies ; no regard paid to threat­ 
ened resistence, but, like m en of destiny, 
we w ent iorw ard and took possession. Of 
course there was great blustering and m any 
threats, and som e d a n g er; but we faced 
the enem y, for w hom we th ought ourselves 
prepared, and we kept possession. 
It was 
agreed, however, th a t the best m an in our 
com pany should the next m orning fight the 
best m an in th eir com pany, and thus m ain­ 
tain the prow ess of both. B ut the fight did 
not com e off, for the reason, I believe, th at 
som ebody's m an was not well at the tim e. 
H aving m entioned buffalo chips as fuel, I 
will say th at the offal of the búllalo 'is 
m eant. 
H aving been drenched by several 
seasons of rain, it is perfectly pure, con­ 
sisting of th e im perfectly digested grass 
upon w hich these anim als feed.
